INCREASE 


The Mayor and Town Council of Oakland, Mary- 
land proposes to increase property taxes. 

1. For the tax year beginning Juiy 1, 1992, the 
estimated assessable base will increas 2 by 4.6%, from 
$29,400,621 to $30,757,676. 

2. If Oakland maintains the cu.rent tax rate of 
$1.20 per $100 of assessment, property tax revenues 
will increase by 4.6%, resulting in $16,285 of new 
property tax revenues. 

3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing 
assessments, the property tax rate should be reduced 
to $1.15, the constant yield tax rate. 

4. The Town is considering not reducing its prop- 
erty tax rate enough to offset increasing assessments. 
The Town proposes to adopt atax rate of $1.20 per$100 
of assessment. This tax rate is 4.3% higher than the 
constant yield tax rate and will generate $16,285 in 
additional property tax revenues. 

A Public Hearing on the proposed property tax 
increase will be held at 7:30 p.m., on May 4, 1992, at 
Oakland Town Hall, 109 South Third Street, Oakland, 
MD. The hearing is open to the public, and public 
testimony is encouraged.

Citing frustration with 
school policy and a desire to 
peruse a coaching position at 
the collegiate level, Tom 
Bosley this week announced 
his resignation as varsity 
boys’ basketball coach at 
Southern High School. 

Southern principal Arthur 
Refosco received Bosley's 
official resignation last week 
after Bosley was informed by 
Refosco that he could no 
longer use the gym on 
weekends. "I just cannot 
continue to be the basketball 
coach that I want to be if I 
am not allowed access to the 
gymnasium during the off- 
season,” Bosley said. “It’s 
against state regulations for 
basketball coaches to coach 
before November 15, but 
there is no regulation 
against having open gyms so 
the kids can come in and 
work on their basketball 
skills, or any other sport. If 
you want a top quality 
program, then the kids have 
to have opportunity to work 
on their game 365 days a 
year.” 

Bosley played for the 
Rams in the late 1960s and 
early '70s, served as head 
coach from 1978-82, and 
after serving as head coach 
of Garrett Community 
College for three seasons,

The world’s longest golf

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The Casselman River 
by Ralph M. Burnett 

The Casselman River isa 
moody and pensive river flow- 
ing from its tributaries at 
Jennings and Bittinger, east 
of Grantsville, then north 
into Pennsylvania. Its flowis 
narrow and fast through the 
Casaelman Valley until it 
curvesthrough high banksa 
mile south of the Interstate 
68bridge andthenthe stream 
flattens and widens for its 
three-mile journey to Penn- 
sylvamia. After flowing un- 
derthe Casselman Stone Arch 
bridge, the river runs 
smoothly past Penn Alps, 
Stanton Mull, the Meshach 
Browning Club, the steel 
bridge and concrete overflow 
(asin the photographs of Leo 
Beachy) and then through 
several large farms. During 
its trek the mver widenscon- 
siderable, with long nffles 
and deep holes. All these fea- 
tures, especially the flat flow, 
free of the typical overhang of 

trees, make the Casselman a 
rarity among eastern rivers, 
a“no-hang-up, notangle” fly 
fishing nver-- advantageous 
for beginners and still a chal- 
lenge to those adept in the 
sport 
Like most Garrett County 
rivers and tributaries, the 
Casselman’s entry into re- 
corded history was not as a 
fishing river, but as a com- 
mercial conduit and bound- 
ary. When the first white 
settlers arrived in Garrett 
County, the Casselman Val- 
ley was populated by Indh- 
ans. The Shawnees, Iroquois, 
Delaware, and Senecas de- 
pendedon the river plain for 
their food and resources. 
There has been some argu- 
ment that the Seneca Trail, 
the trail of warriors moving 
north tosouth intothe Caro- 
linas, passed near the 
Casselman River. Both Bra- 
dock’s expedition against the 
French in 1775 and George 
Washington's subsequent for- 
ays into Ohio and Pennsy!]- 
vaniacrossed the Casselman 
River. 

Some of the first commer- 
cial coal mines in Garrett 
County were opened in the 
Casselman River Valley and 
were serviced by theJennings 
Brothers’ Railroad (later the 
Casaclman Valley Railroad 
Company), which carried 
Bittinger-Jenningscoal along 
the Casselman Riverto Penn- 
sylvania until 1959 when 
service to the Casselman 
River Valley was discontin- 
ued. It is hard to determine 
how many deep mines were 
dug in the Casselman River 
Valley, but it is certain that 
most were punch and donkey 
mines, dug by hand and aban- 
doned when the coal was fully 
dug out or market conditions 
no longer made coal mining 
economical. The high for 
Casselman River coal was 
between 1910and 1950 Asa 
result of the untreated dis- 
charge from these mines flow- 
ing into the stream until the 
early 1980s, the nver was 
generally unfit for fish habi- 
tation because of low p.h., 
high water temperature, and 
high sulphurconcentrations. 

Even though the view of 
the river from the bridges 
crossing the Casselman River 
was scenic, no one consid- 
ered the river a fishery, and 
certainly noone considered 
theriver might have fly-fish- 
ing potential. But in 1984 the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources began testing the 
watersofthe Casselman and 
discovered that the p.h. was 
in normal ranges and that 
sulphur content was much 
reduced. Althaugh water tem- 
perature had decreased to 
comfortable levels in the 
spring months, thetempera- 


and August, trout were hold- 
ing over and surviving. 

In the spring of 1989 at 
the urging of the Garrett 
County Development Corpo- 
ration andthe Youghiogheny 
ChapterofTrout Unlimited, 
the Department of Natural 
Resources undertook a pro- 
gram of stocking rainbow and 
hrown trouton the Casselman 
River from 1-68 to the Penn- 
sylvania state line. This 
stretch of river is managed 
as a delayed harvest area 
Until June 1 only artificial 
lures are permitted and all 
fish must be released. After 
June 1 bait is allowed and 
fisherman may keeptwo fish 
per day. The result has been 
an enjoyable, easily acces- 
sible fishery that isdrawing 
anglers from Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, as well as 
Maryland. 

The uniqueness of the 
Casselman Riverdenves from 
its similarity in appearance 
and water to western rivers 
The river is generally flat 
and wide, permitting long 
casts and drifts for adry fly. 
Unhke fishing the Potomac 
andthe Youghiogheny, chest 
wadersare unnecessary. The 
water during the months of 
April and May has depths 
running generally to 24% to 
3'4 feet. Because of the river's 
western flavor, I prefer west- 
ern style flies: fishing down 
river with wooley buggers, 
girdle bugs, and muddler 
minnows. My greatest suc- 
cess has been with a black 
wooley bugger. Last year 
using a black wooley bugger 
I caught and retumed 18

Continued from Page A-1 
management zone in the 10- 
year plan should be curtailed 
in an effort to mitigate the 
anticipated adverse impacts 
upon the county and the 
timber industry.” 

In the letter written by 
the county commissioners, 
dated March 5, concerns 
were expressed about the 
forest plan in terms of “fire 
danger to the forest and 
adjoining private landown- 
ers.” That fire danger, ac- 
cording to the commission- 
ers, is caused by dead wood 
from gypsy moth destruction 
and overly mature trees. 
“This one catastrophe would 
cause far more damage to 
the foreat then logging,” 
stated the letter. 

The commissioners also 
stated in their letter that, 
while timber sales have been 
"regularly inventoried,” the 
same could not be said for 
most other uses, except for 
camping permits and legally 
harvested game. 

In referring to the 10-year 
plan, the commissioners 
stated, "We find the enor- 
mous increase in nearly all 
categories of recreational use 
between 1989 and 1990 to be 
unbelievable. Did hunting 
increase by 523%? Fishing 
by 270%? Hiking by 773%? 
Or picnicking by 8,854%? 
The draft report emphasizes 
recreational demands on the 
forest, but in fact we do not 
know what the demand for 
recreational use actually is, 
or what the potential use 
might be, especially now 
with the state of the econo- 

















eo fragmented as to be inac- 
cessible to logging equip- 
ment They also suggested 
that an annual recreational 
uaer’a fee of $24.50 would be 
appropriate to offset the lors 
in timber sales revenues. 

Governor Schaefer re- 
sponded to both the commis- 
sioners and the planning 
commission, in separate 
letters, by stating. "I certain- 
ly recognize your concern for 
the direct economic benefits 
realized by the county, pri- 
marily as a result of timber 
sales from these lands : 
but, he said, “the actual 
revenues from timber sales 
in recent years continue to 
approximate the average 
amount derived from timber 
sales over the past 10 years, 
despite the delays caused by 
Manpower shortages, politi- 
cal opposition, and increas- 
ing needs for public involve- 
ment and environmental 
awareness.” 

Schaefer emphasized that 
"important new benefits to a 
wide variety of groups” 
would be realized by the 
county with the current 10- 
year plan, and also cited a 
study conducted by the 
Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 
Development in which it was 
estimated that "the total 
economic benefit to Mary- 
land derived from Savage 
River State Forest for the 
1990 fiscal year exceeded $33 
million” and while the report 
is limited to only one year, 
"$33 million is a tremendous 
economic impact from a 
53,000 acre forest.” 

Schaefer also noted that 
$26 million of that figure 
resulted from recreational 
use of the forest, “which, 
while not precluded by tim- 
ber management, certainly 
requires sensitivity to the 
needs of various user 
groups” 

He continued by stating, 
“The economic impact study 
does not even include vari- 
ous other benefits such as 
scenic beauty, research op- 
portunities and protection of 
water quality and quantity. 
In fact, Savage River State 
Forest watersheds provide 
over one million gallons of 
water per day to various 
local municipalities. 

Throughout the recent 
droughts we have seen the 


importance of thet aspect of 


forest management.” 

The 10-year plan for the 
forest, according to Schaefer, 
is a positive force in address- 
ing the concerns of all the 
various interest groups. “It 
strikes a careful balance 
between lands actively man- 
aged for a variety of benefits 
and those designated as 
natural, scenic, and water 
manageinent areas. It also 
provides guidelines and es- 
tablishes procedures to make 
the political processes more 
manageable, which should 


ultimately be of great benefit 
to those who depend upon 
forest products for economic 
stability.” 

In Schaefer’s letter to the 
commissioners, he also stat- 
ed, “I am most surprised by 
your characterization of the 
new plan as one-sided and 
pro-environmentalist. I have

Background Scripture: 

Romans 6 1-11 
Devotional Scripture: 

Mark 15:42 through 16:8 

Nomatter how often Lread 
this account, each time lam 
struck hy the freshness and 
urgency of its message No 
one tells of the death and 
resurrection of desus as sim- 
ply and pomtedly as Mark 
does. He wastes no words: 
yet nothing essential is left 
out 

Here is the enigmatic Jo- 
seph of Ammathea, whom 
Mark describes as “a 
respectred member of the 
coumeil, who was also look- 
ing for the kingdom of God." 
Some people have observed 

untairly, | think -- that Jo- 
geph didn't commit himself 
until after the nastiness of 
Calvary was over. Yet, here 
13 Aman, often portrayed as 
the timiddisciple, who, Mark 
says, "took courage and went 
to Palate, and asked tor the 
body of Jesus’ (19-43). Fac 
ing Pilate and his own peers 
of the council and asking for 
the body of Jesus took con- 
siderable courage. Not even 
hisclosest disciples had mani- 
fested that kind of brave re- 
solve. Maybe Nicodemus was 
late in declaring himself for 
Jesus, but not too late. He 
stepped forward when ev- 
eryone else was still in hid- 
ing. Perhaps the cross gave 
him the courage he formerly 
lacked. 
GRAVESTONES 

There is a starkness in 
Mark’s account: Joseph of 
Anmathea “laid him in a 
tomb which had been hewn 
out of rock; and he rolled a 
stone against the door of the 
tomb."(15:-16). That’ sthe way 
itis with death: the terrible 


finality oft all Joaeph rolled 
a huge stone across the en- 
trance to the tomb and that 
wasthat! We put up a grave 
stone and we know that 1s 
the endofaonce-vibrant life 
We write "finis” to a once 
promising carver, marnage, 
or business venture. There 
are so many failures and 
death in life and each one is 
marked with some kind of 
stone, literally or figura 
tively. 

But what seems to be the 
end of things is not necessar 
ily the end. What we regard 
as death, defeat and disap- 
pointment may be only the 
beginning of something else 
For, asone commentator has 
remarked, “history shows 
that God never notices 
stones. Earth's finahties are 
never his." So, usingourGod 
given minds and seeing no 
further than our own eyes 
can see, we roll our stones of 
death and defeat, never 
dreaming that Something or 
Someone has the power to 
roll them away. 

MME STONE ROLLED 
BACK 

We can understand why 
the three women, Mary 
Magdalene, Mary, the 
mother of James, and 
Salome, should wonder 

Who will roll away the stone 
for us (16:3). But, when they 
got there, "they saw thal the 
stone was rolled back; for it 
was very large." The huge 
stone of Joseph of Arimathea 
was heavy, but not heavy 
enough to keep Jesus in his 
tomb. 

So it 13 with us: the stones 
we place to mark our defeatts 
and failures, our disap 
pointed hopesand unfulfilled 
faith, are heavy and often 
seem immovable. But the 
Easter message tells us that 
Godean roll away these great 
stones, just ashe rolled away 
the stone before the tomb of 
Jesus. The key to our faith is 
found in the message of the 
angel inside tthe tomb: "Do 
not be amazed; you seek 
Jesus of Nazareth, who was 
crucified, He has msen, he is 
not there " (16°7)

‘Well, maybe we 
can do something better” 

Baio has been in show busi- 
ness a long time. and he ad- 
mits that it has caused him to 
miss out on a few things "You 
know what I think I missed?" 
he says “Doing the college 
thing I always wonder what 
that would have been like | see 
it portrayed in films, I see it 
portrayed in TV things. I think 
I missed that. But I was lucky 
enough to do a show (‘Happy 
Days’) where nobody had any 
egos. nobody did any drugs, ev- 
erybody had a great time ev- 
ery single day I wouldn't 
change anything to be perfect- 
ly honest. I've had a fairly 
good life” 

But dealing with fame can 
be difficult for any teen-ager 

“Listen. I got arrogant for a 
while.” Baio says. “It's impos- 
sible not to. I started to cop an 
attitude. and I caught a lot 
flack because of it” 

Of course. it's a rare teen- 
ager, in or out of show busi- 
ness. who doesn't at some 
point develop ag attitude 

"Yeah. but I had the money 
to back it up.” says Baio. “I 
never did drugs. and I never 
bought anything I didn't need 
to buy. but with that money 
comes a strange sense of pow- 
er You're a child, and vou're 
making $25,000 a week or 
whatever, and you have people 
telling you how great you are 
And once you have that. it’s so

By Red Cross 


Officials of theJohnstown 
Region of American Red Cross 
Klood Services, of which 
Garrett County is a part, 
have announced the Red 
Cross s introduction of en- 
hancementsto infectious dis- 
ease tests performed on all 
unitsof blood donated. 

According to Robert E. 
Kramer, M.D., chief medical 
officer, the tests will help to 
further protect the nation’s 
blood supply from hepatitisC 
and HIV-2, ablood-borne dis- 
ease similarto HIV-1 (AIDS). 

“Since May 1990, Red 
Cross has tested all units of 
donated blood for the pres- 
ence of antibodies to infection 
by the hepatitis C virus, be- 
lieved to he the cause of most 
cases of non-A, non-B hepati- 
tis,” Dr. Kramer explained. 

“The first hepatitisC test 
substantially reducedthe risk 

of transmission of hepatitis 
C, to aslow as one blood unit 
in 1,000. Ournew test should 
cut that risk by two-thirds, 
preventing as many as 40 
cases of blood-borne hepatitis 
C cases across the country 
daily,” he said 

Dr. Kramer explained 
that, although hepatitis may 
ve caused by a number ot 
viruses, only two have been 
found to be transmitted by 
blood transfusion: -hepatitis B 
and C. All blood has been 
tested for hepatitis B since 
1971. 

Since the mid-1980's, 
blood centers have looked for 
evidenceofnon-A, non-Bhepa- 
titis in the blood supply, 
which, in the United States, 
is caused primarily by the 
hepatitis C virus. “People 
whocontract this virus may 
have no immediate symp- 
toms, “Dr. Kramer said, “but 
after harboring a silent in- 
fection for many years, carri- 
ersmay develop cirrhosis or 
otherchronic liver disease.” 

The introduction of the 
improved hepatitis C test this 
week follows the introduc- 
tion on March 16 of a new 
combination tests, called anti- 
HIV- VHIV-2 

HIV-2, anew strainofthe 
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virus that causes AIDS, has 
just recently appeared inthe 
United States andis thought 
to pose only a remote risk to 
Americans at this time, Dr 

Kramersaid 

“This disease has been 
found primarily in parts of 
Weat and central Africa, be- 
low the Sahara Desert. It’s 
spread in the same manner 
as HIV-1: through sexual 
contact, blood, or sharing 
contaminated needlesduring 
intravenous drug use,” 
Kramer said 

He noted that prior to in- 
troductionofthecombo test, 
blood centers have effectively 
kept HIV-2 out of the U.S. 
blood supply by excluding 
potential blood donors who 
may have had contact with 
populations from partsofthe 
world where HIV-2 is most 
prevalent 

Kramer commented, 
“HIV-2 had not previously 
been detected in any Ameri- 
can Red Cross blood donors. 
This new test replaces the 
previous geographicexclusion 
of blood donors from sub-Sa 
hara Africa, and will help 
ensure that HIV-2 does not 
enterthe nation’s blood sup- 
ply.” 

Implementation of the 
combination test in all Red 
Cross Blood Services regions 
replaces the previous HIV-1 
test initiated in 1985 and, 
according to the Food and 
Drug Administration, will be 
effective inexcluding poten- 
tial donors who are unknow- 
ingly infected with HIV-1. 

The Red Cross performs 
seven infectious disease tests 
onevery unit of donated blood. 
Fourof the seven tests screen 
for evidenceof hepatitis. “We 
measure aliverenzyme called 
ALT, do hepatitis Bcore an- 
tibody and surface antigen 
tests which identify people at 
increased risk for hepatitis 
B, and the hepatitis C anti- 
body test,” Dr. Kramer said. 

Donated blood is also 
screened for the presence of 
antibodies to syphilis infec- 
tion, HIV- HIV-2 infection 
and HTLV-1, a virus that 
causes arare form of leuke- 
miaand paralysis. 

Kramer noted that the

Farm Bureau Calling For 
Federal Spending Reduction 


Farm Bureau has urged 
a House Appropriations 
panel to reduce all federal 
spending, including entitle 
ment programs. by an 
across-the-board cut or a 
freeze 
In a letter to the Sub 
committee on Rural Devel- 
opment, John Datt, execu- 
tive director of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion’s Washington office. 
said that the 1990 budget 
agreement continues to test 
the adequacy of agricultural 
funding levels Farm Bu 
reau submitted its com- 
ments regarding the US 
Department of Agricultural 
budget for 1993, which the 
Appropriations Committee 
1s now deliberating 
“Since much of agri- 
culture's spending falls 
within the agreement's do- 
mestic discretionary cat- 
egory, it is easy prey for 
those who would seek to 
fund other government pro- 
grams by reducing discre 
tionary agricultural spend- 
ing,” Datt said This is par- 
ticularly true in the agri- 
cultural research area, 
where the benefits of many 
projects to the public and 
the economy often go un- 
recognized, he said 
Farm Bureau recom: 
mends that the Appropria- 
tions committees and the 
administration should re- 
duce all federal spending 
rather than terminating 


many reeearch projects. 
Datt said. “We find it dis 
turbing that agricultural 
spending (program level)on 
production related areas has 
decreased If all sectors of 
the budget had been subject 
to the kinds of reduction 
that agriculture has sus 
tained the federal budget 
would be in much better 
shape today ” 

Datt pointed out that 
while many agricultural 
programs have been re- 
duced or proposed for re- 
duction, agricultural pro- 
ducers are being stifled by 
government mandates and 
new regulations 

Aconcept Farm Bureau 
opposes is financing feder- 
ally mandated inspection 
programs through user fees 
“The objective of federal and 
state meat and poultry in- 
spection programs isto pro- 
vide consumers a supply of 
wholesome meat and poul- 
try products,” Datt said 
“This is a service to con- 
sumers, and costs should be 
paid from general revenue 
funds.” 

The Farm Bureau letter 
Pointed out that “equity is 
needed in spending re- 
straint and all areas of fed- 
eral spending should par- 
ticipate in deficit reduction.”

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USDA 
Announces 
Dairy Initiatives 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Edward Madigan last week 
announced he istaking four 
additional administrative 
steps to bolster farm milk 
prices. 

“The administration 
shares the dairy industry’s 
goal of avoiding unneces- 
sary price instability,” 
Madigan said. The new ad- 
ministrative actions will 
supplement the six steps 
announced on March 11, he 
added 

“These new initiatives 
should help balance supply 
and demand for milk and 
dairy products this year, 
and therefore stabilize farm 
milk prices,” he said. 

Madigan said the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
will immediately add 
Mexico as an eligible desti- 
nation under the dairy ex- 
port incentive program 
(DEIP) for 25,000 metric 
tonsof milk powder and will 
continue to inform DEIP 
countries that they may 
exchange export credit 
guarantees for the dairy 

export program 

In addition, Madigan 

said USDA would revise the 
current dairy export pro- 
gram invitation for cheese 
to include additional vari- 
eties of cheese for those 
countries currently eligible 
to purchase cheddar cheese 
under the program The 
varieties to be included are 
mozzarella, gouda, feta and 
cream cheeses 

Another step taken to 
assist dairy farmers, 
Madigan said, isthat USDA 
will adjust the Commodity 
Credit Corp. purchase price 
of barre] cheese by reduc- 
ing the differential between 
cheese in 40-pound blocks 
and 500- pound barrels from 
deents to3 cents per pound 


M-W Price Drops 
The average price paid 
for manufacturing grade 
milk in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin dropped to§11.20 per 
cwt in March. With the 
current differential, the M- 
W price is $10.98, down 23 
cents from the previous 
month but 96 cents higher 
than last March

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Farm Program 
Signup Ends 
April 17 


“Farmers haveonly afew 
more days to sign up and 
become eligible for program 
benefits on their 1992 wheat 
and feed grains,” Kenneth 
R. Bachtel, chairperson, 
Garrett County ASC Com- 
mittee, said. The 1992 Farm 
Program signup ends April 
17 


Bachtel said producers 
will not have the opportu- 
nity to sign up after this 
deadline. “However, pro- 
ducers who have already 
enrolled and those who sign 
up before April 17, have the 
option of withdrawing and 
returning any advance pay- 
ments.” 

To be eligible for price 
support loans and target 
price protection on this 
year’s crops, farmers must 
reduce their acreage bases 
by at least five percent for 
wheat, corn, grain sorghum, 
barley, and zero percent for 
oats. 

Bachtel said target 
prices protect farmers’ in- 
come if market prices fall 
below the federally-estab- 
lished levels. “Through our 
price supportloan program, 
farmers can obtain interim 
financing to operate and 
have time to wait for a bet- 
ter market,” Bachtel said 

Farmers who sign up 
may request a 40 percent 
advance cash payment for 
crops of wheat and feed 
grains. The 1992 programs 
offer planting flexibility on 
up to 25 percent of the crop 
acreage base, the same as 
in 1991. “Flex” acres may 
be planted to any program 
crop, any oilseed, industrial, 
or experimental crop desig- 
nated by USDA, but not to 
fruits, vegetables, or other 
prohibited crops. 

Although farm program 
participation is voluntary, 
ASCS official Bachtel said 
producers should clearly 
understand that if they do 
not sign up, they will not be 
eligible for benefits offered 
under the 1992 programs

Coordination Is 
Key To Sludge 
Regulation 


Effective management is 
akeytoprofitable long-term 
sewage system sludge use 
by farmers and ranchers, 
Farm Bureau told a House 
Agriculture subcommittee 

The key issue is how gov- 
ernmentregulationsshould 
dovetail with existing farm 
and ranch soil conservation 
programs, according to 
John Datt, executive direc- 
tor of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation’s Wash- 
ington office. 

Currently a legislative 
remedy (H.R. 4360) is being 
considered to alleviate prob- 
lems related to sludge ap- 
plication, and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
isrewriting regulations gov- 
ering the application of 
sewage sludge. 


Agencies within USDA 
should ensure that the use 
of sludge is consistent with 
the overall management 
plan of a farm or ranch, and 
within the conservation re- 
quirements of government 
laws and regulations, Datt 
said in a letter to a House 
Agniculture subcommittee. 
USDA and EPA should 


work together to ensure “ad-

equate regulation of sew- 
age sludge production.” 


Datt encouraged the 
committee to look closely at 
the regulations “to ensure 
that all sewage sludge prod- 
ucts, regardless of point of 
generation, are delivered to 
application sites as a known 
and tested product.” 

Farm Bureau policy 
states that government 
agencies responsible for 
approving land application 
systems should allow pn- 
vate agriculture to utilize 
municipal wastewater and 
sludge whenever possible, 
Datt said. The safe use of 
municipal sewage sludge by 
a farmer or rancher should 
be voluntary, he added. 


Regulation of municipal 
sludge should be a process 
that makes no distinction 
regarding the point of ori- 
gin of sludge. Instead the 
emphasis should be on the 
quality of the product deliv- 
ered, Datt said. Waste han- 
dling authorities should be 
responsible for declaring 
that heavy metals and other 
non-degradable materials 
have been removed from the 
sludge 

Farm Bureau supports 
indemnity payments for 
crop losses caused by com- 
ponents in the waste, Datt 
said

Survey Shows 


Ag Recovery 
Continuing 


Agriculture in the 
United States continued to 
recover from financial prob- 
lems of the early and mid- 
1980s in 1990, according to 
the most recent Farm Costs 
and Returns Survey by 
USDA. 

“Forthe majority of U.S. 
farms and ranches, the pe 
riod of 1987 through 1990 
can be characterized as a 
sustained recovery fromthe 
hard times of several years 
ago,” reported economist 
Mitchell Morehart of 
USDA's Economic Research 
Service. “In 1989 and 1990, 
farm income reached record 
highs -- 1989 was a particu- 
larly successful year.“ 

In 1989 total assets for 
all farms surveyed averaged 
$375,470 and increased to 
$110,600 in 1990, accord- 
ing to the survey. Total av- 
erage debt rose from $51,522 
in 1989 to $54,053 in 1990. 

The proportion of farms 
with a positive net farm in- 
come was 61.5 percent in 
1990, down from 62.4 per- 
cent the year before. 

Farms in Appalachia 
and the Corn Belt were in 
the best overall financial 
condition, with the highest 
percentage of favorable op- 
erations and the lowest 
share of vulnerable opera- 
tions The Mountain and 
Pacific regionshad the high- 
est proportion of vulnerable 
operations. 

The survey has been a 
means of assessing the fi- 
nancial health of farm busi- 
nesses for seven years. Enu- 
merators are currently 
gathering data for the

And Meeting Held April 7 In Aurora 


Members of the North 
Central Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Aasociation 
(DHIA) met Tuesday 
evening, April 7, at the Au- 
rora Fire Hall to recognize 
owners of the top producing 
herds in the district. 

Preston County Exten- 
sion Agent Tom McConnell 
opened the meeting and said 
they were there that 
evening to focus on the year 
gone by, to look back and 
reflect on the many changes 
the year had brought. He 
stated that the last five to 
10 years have provided 
changes that add up to be 
threats to dairymen. 

“The environment, land 
use, deer problems -- not all 
of West Virginia sees the 
white tailed deer as a nui- 
sance -- we must look at al] 
of these as a challenge,” 
McConnel]] said. “A lot of 
people have views on how 
we (farmers) should do our 
business. But, they're glad 
the small farmer, the dairy- 
man, is still around, to be 
rustic, to attract the tourist 
dollar.” 

He reminded those 
present that the things he 
just mentioned are good rea- 
sons for farmers to band 
together, to form coopera- 
tives, such as DHIA, which 
he said is a goud example of 
farmers working together. 
He concluded by applaud- 
ing the members of North 
Central DHIA, who, he said, 
have made a lot of sacrifices 
to keep the organization 
going. 

Before presenting the 
evening's awards, McCon- 
nell introduced Ronnie 
Helmondollar, the new Ex- 
tension agent from Taylor 
County, who was present at 
the dinner and awards pro- 


gram. 

Awards were then pre- 
sented to owners of the top 
three herds for milk pro- 
duction. The top award went 
to Milford and Greg Gibson, 
with 64 cows that produced 
21,283 pounds of milk; sec- 
ond went to Tom and Dor- 
othy Mason, with 60 cows 
producing 19,502 pounds of 
milk, and third to John and 


Connie Fint, with 61 cows 
producing 19,203 pounds of 





milk 

Awardsforthetop three 
fat producing herds went to 
Milford and Greg Gibson, 
with 64 cows producing 784 
pounds fat; John and Connie 
Fint, with 61 cows produc- 
ing 768 pounds fat; and 
Doyle and Wade Harsh, 
with 82 cows producing 713 
pounds fat. 

The top three protein 
producing herd awards 
went to Milford and Greg 
Gibson, 64 cows producing 
708 pounds protein; John

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Proper Management Keeps 
Dairy Farmers In Business 


Change continues to 
challenge dairy farmers 
But producers who take 
advantage of new opportu- 
nities can remain in busi- 
meee. according to special 
ists for the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, Maryland 
Institute for Agriculture 
and Natural Resources. 

Here are some things to 
consider: 

* Milk solids pricing be- 
gan Jan. 1 in the Mid-At- 
lantic Marketing Area(Fed- 
eral Order No 4). This 
means that dairy farmers 
in Maryland and other 
nearby states wil] have a 
financial incentive for cull- 
ing and breeding cows on 
the basis of total milk sol- 
ids, including protein con- 
tent and butterfat percent- 
age. 

* The wholesale market 
1s approaching its seasonal 
downward price pattern for 
the spring and early sum- 
mer months. Conversely, 
the cost of good quality al 
falfa hay has spurted up- 
ward recently because cold 
weather slowed pasture 
growth for early grazing. 

* When the cost-price 
squeeze gets tough, there's 
atemptation for dairy farm- 
ers to cut costs by reducing 
their use of artificial insemi- 
nation or full-service record- 
keeping offered through 
Dairy Herd Improvement 
programs. 

Proper attention to DHI 
records affords farmers an 
opportunity to deal profit- 
ably with al] of the change 
factors mentioned above, 
says J. Lee Majeskie, dairy 
herd management special- 
ist for the Cuoperative Ex- 
tension Service. Dr. 
Majeskie’s views are sup- 
ported by John W. Wysong, 
an agricultural economics 
specialist in dairy produc- 
tion management. 

“The loas incurred by the 
preventable death of just 
one calf could more than 
pay for a year of full-serv- 
ice DHI record-keeping on 
some farms,” Majeskie 
notes. 

Maryland dairy farmers 
involved in DHI testing re- 
ceive a monthly herd sum- 
mary computer print-out 
that provides a wealth of 
data about every cow in the 
herd, as wel] as herd pro- 
duction averages and dis- 
tributions. Within the last 
year, a set of templates has 
been made available tohelp 
sort out the dairy herd data 
in a straightforward man- 
ner. 

Close attention by herd 
managers to averages like 
days in milk and calving 
interval can help to increase 
milk production per cow by 
at least five pounds per day 
with no change in feeding 
practices, Majeskie de- 
clares. 

He points out that DHI 
provides the detailed indi- 
vidual-cow record-keeping 
and whole-herd analysis 
information necessary to 
keeping dairy farming asa 
profitable business. 

Now listen to some com- 


ments from Dr Wysong, the 
agricultural economics spe- 
cialist: 

“Dairy farmers gener- 
ally benefit from equalling 
or slightly exceeding their 
milk production quotas es- 
tablished during the base 
period of the federal Mid- 
Atlantic Marketing Order 
This means that nearly all 
of their milk receives the 
full blend price, with only a 
relatively smal] amount go- 
ing into Class II and the 
Class III manufacturing 
milk category. 

“Total milk cow numbers 
continue to decline, both 
nationally and in the Mid- 
Atlantic area, as cows in- 
creasingly become concen- 
trated in herds of 100 cows 
or more. Meanwhile, aver- 
age milk output per cow 
continues to increase. 

“However, many herds 
with fewer than 100 cows 
still can be profitable -both 
on a@ per-cow and per-herd 
basias--in situation where 
labor and capital resources 
are kept in balance with the 
number of cows handled, 
replacement heifers raised, 
and crop acres farmed. 

“Higher net incomes per 
worker and higher levels of 
milk sold per worker are 
central to dairy farm busi- 
ness survival in the 1990s 

“A Total Mixed Ration 
feeding program permits 
offsetting poor quality for- 
age feeds by adding neces- 
sary grain concentrate 
supplements to maintain 
energy levels that keep heif- 
ers growing atathrifty pace 
and milk cows producing at

Tree Planting 
Funds Available 


Funds are currently 
available under the For- 
estry Incentives Program 
(FIP), to assist farmers in 
planting trees, according to 
Michae) R. Kozier, director 
of the Garrett County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 

He said farmers could 
save tons of top soil over the 
next several years by plant- 
ing trees on idle and mar- 
ginal cropland, and on criti- 
cally eroded acres 

The FIP helps increase 
the nation’s supply of tim- 
ber products by encourag- 
ing private, non-industrial 
forest landowners to plant 
trees on suitable open lands 
or cutover areas, and to per- 
form timber stand improve- 
ment work for production of 
timber and other related 
forest resources. “Cost- 
sharing under the program 
is generally necessary be- 
cause landowners often can- 
not afford to make the long- 
term investment needed to 
produce crops of timber,” 
ASCS official Kozier said. 
Tree planting and timber 
stand improvement are two 
of the major practices of- 
fered in Garrett County.

Tarm Bureau Wants To Balance 
Needs Of People And Species Protection 


Farm Bureau last week 
urged a Senate panel to bal- 
ance the needs of people 
with the protection of en- 
dangered species. 

In a statement submit- 
ted to a Senate Environ- 
ment and Public Works sub- 
committee hearing regard- 
ing the reauthorization of 
the Endangered Species 
Act, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation said, 
‘The challenge facing Con- 
gress is to craft a statute 
that will promote recovery 
of truly endangered or 
threatened species and, at 
the same time, not destroy 
the social and economic fab- 
ric of affected areas. The 
current law fails in both 
regards, and a completely 
new approach is called for.” 


This was the first hear- 
ing on the act, which is due 
tobe reauthonzed this year. 
The hearing consisted of 
witnesses from the admin- 
istration and two other pan- 
els. 

Even though the act is 
up for reauthorization this 
year, “election year politics 
may cause Congress to de- 
lay action until next year,” 
according to Jon Doggett, 
an AFBF assistant director 
of national affairs. A bill 
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Lil Beckman | 


that would reauthorize the 
act for five years (H.R. 4045) 
hasbeen mtroduced by Rep. 
Gerry Studds (D-Mass ) 

AFBF said the “history 
of the Endangered Species 
Act has been one of failure- 

failure to recover species 
that are listed under the 
act, failure to protect a spe- 
cies, failure to take appro- 
priate actions that might 
save a species and failure to 
focus attention on those spe- 
cies in those areas that most 
need help. 

“Nearly 20 years after 
initial passage, the Endan- 
gered Species Act is in need 
of acomplete overhaul. The 
grandiose ideas of 1973 to 
save species from becoming 
extinct have instead fos- 
tered bitter disputes cen- 
tering on species preserva- 
tions and the economics and 
social well-being of rural 
communities. Instead of in- 
stilling a greater apprecia- 
tion for the plight of hsted 
species, the act has produced 
divisions and misgivings. 
Small farmers, ranchers, 
loggers and others are be- 
ing suffocated by the smoth- 
ering land-us regulations 
required by the act.” 

Recovery plansandcriti- 
cal habitats are being cre- 
ated for more than 600 spe- 
cies currently listed and an 
additional 3,600 species are 
under active review for list- 
ing. 
The possibility of thou- 
sands of plants and animal 
species being listed “can stop 
a number of agricultural 
practices without compen- 
sation,” Doggett said. The 
current legislation “specifi- 
cally forbids consideration 
of human and economic 
impacts of recovery efforts, 
and states that an endan- 
gered species must be pro-

to the potential problem. 
The GAO also said it 
found problems in the 
agency's guaranteed loan 
portfolio, which FmHA es- 
timated has potential losses 
of $1.2 billion. This repre- 
sents 28 percent of the port- 
folio. The agency agreed 
with GAO’s requests for 
improvements.

It Pays To Implant Suckling Calves 

Implanting suckling calves can return you $15 to$20 for 
every dollar invested, report Kansas beef cattle specialists. 
A summary of 19 research trials conducted from 1985 to 
1991 reveals that calves implanted during the suckling 
phase were 18.6 pounds heavier at weaning than non- 
implanted calves. Heifers responded more to implants than 
steers. In a four-trial summary by Nebraska specialist, the 
average response among heifers implanted with Synovex-C 
at branding time was 32 pounds, compared to 18 pounds for 
steers 

In seven trials conducted to date, the reproductive per- 
formance ofheifers implanted with Ralgro or Synovex-C was 
similar to non-implanted heifers. However, while heifers 
implanted with Synovex-C in a Missouri study tended to 
reach puberty at an early age, fertility was somewhat lower 
among those heifers receiving implants. Fewer of the im- 
planted heifers calved early the following season. If you are 
concerned about implanting replacement heifers, an option 
is to forego implanting early-born heifers, which are most 
likely to be saved for herd replacements, and to implant the 
remaining two-thirds or three-fourths of the heifers.

Phytophthora Root Rot In Alfalfa 

Just this week I saw an alfalfa field totally killed by the 
phytophthora root rot. The first thing that comes into your 
mind when you look at the field is that the freezing and 
thawing has pushed the planta out of the ground. However, 
when you examine the roots you will find they are dead. 

Unfortunately, there is nothing you can do for plant 
recovery. Select a seed variety that has resistance to the 
disease. | also believe the fungicide Ridomil may be helpful 
in preventing the disease on new planting. We will be doing 
some experimenting with Ridomil this coming spring. 

Fertilizing Apples 

Young apple trees benefit tremendously from early spring 
applications of nitrogen. An apple tree should receive ap- 
proximately one pound of actual nitrogen. Hand placement 
in the drip line is the most efficient means of application. 
Early application is important so that soluble nitrogen can 
be picked up by spring rains and moved into the root zone at 
a time when tree roots will take advantage of it.

Such maladies often are 
fatal to chicks and cause 
unthriftiness and poor per- 
formance in young birds. 
Adult fowl can pass the dis- 
eases to other birdsthrough 
their manure droppings and 
to their progeny through 
their eggs. 

Keeping these diseases 
out of your flock is best ac- 
complished by purchasing 
chicks and other poultry 
supplies only from approved 
sources, says Charles J. 
Wabeck, small flocks spe- 
cialist for the Cooperative 
Extension Service, Mary- 
Jand Institute for Agricul- 

ture and Natural Resourcea. 

Approved sources, ex- 
plains Dr. Wabeck, are those 
that-practice health and 
sanitation measures in their 
hatcheries and participate 
in pullorum breeder-flock 
testing programs specified 
by the National Poultry 
Improvement Plan. NPIP 
wasestablished 56 years ago 
by the U.S. Department of. 
Agriculture in cooperation 
with poultry health profes- 
sionals. 

To be on the approved 
list, hatcheries also must 
obtain their eggs from 
breeder flocks that have not 
had any serious disease out- 
breaks in recent years.

Residents Remunded 
Of DNR Open Air. 
Burning Reettlations 


Officials from the Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), forestry 
division, are reminding people 
of the regulation dealing with 
open air burnings, which, 
they say, isespecially impor- 
tant this time of the year. 

According tothe open air 
burning regulation, a person 
may not engage in open air 
burning except under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

There should be a natu- 
ral or constricted fire break 
(free of flammable material) 
at least 10 feet wide com- 
pletely around the material 


tobe burned. A “firebreak” is 
acleared strip, one which is 
bare down tothe mineral soil, 
around the material to be 
burned. Fire research indi- 
cates that a 10-foot strip 
should be adequate for con- 
taining a debris fire under 
normal conditions. 

Adequate personnel and 
equipment must be present 
to prevent the fire from es- 
caping. In essence, the indi- 
vidual doing the burning 1s 
responsible forcontrolling the 
fire, and at least one respon- 
sible person must remain at 
the location of the fire until 
the last spark is out, and the 
fire must be completely out 
by midnight. 

Inaddition, burning may 
occuronly between the hours 
of 4p.m. andmidnighte.st., 
except when the ground is 
covered with snow. After 4 
p.m. e.s.t. there is more mois- 
ture in the air, the tempera- 
ture drops, andthe windsdie 
down

Lawyer Advertising 


To Be Restricted 


As of July 1, 1992, law- 
yers advertising in Maryland 
must adhere to new restric- 
tions. These new lawyer ad- 
vertising rules were proposed 
by the Maryland State Bar 
Association (MSBA) and ap- 
proved by the Court of Ap- 
pealsof Marylandon Apnl 8, 
1992. MSBA sought these 
three new rules because it 
discovered, through a com- 
prehensive study of lawyer 
advertising inthe state, there 
was aneed for greater disclo- 
sure in legal advertising. 

The new lawyer advertis- 
ing rules prohibit the use of 
testimonials and endorse- 
ments from persons who are 
not “bona-fide” pre-existing 
clients. Any lawyer ad refer- 
ring to the attorney's past 
success record must carry a 
disclaimer warning clients 
that the past record is “no 
assurance that the lawyer 
will be successful in reach- 
ing a favorable result in any 
future case.” Finally, lawyer 
ads muat warnconsumersif 
they will be responsible for 

litigation costs and expenses 
in a case 

Attorneys advertising in 
Maryland must comply with 
these rules asofJuly 1, 1992, 
and they apply to television 
end print ads purchased or 
renewed after the effective 
date

During February, Mary- 
lund’s civilian labor force in- 
creased by nearly 2,500 per- 
sons to 2,531,340. Atthe same 
tine, seasonal layoffs reduced 
employment by 3,045 to 
2,340,968. As a result, the

However, Maryland's 
economy continues toexhibit 
positive signs, the DEED said. 
The excessive job losses re- 
ported during the recession 
are no longer occurring, as 
shown by the steepreduction 
in initial unemployment in- 
suranceclaims. Initialclaims 
forunemployment insurance 
fell to 30,383 in February 
from 45,766 in January -- a

second consecutive month, 
the number of people filing 
forunemployment insurance 
benefits was lower than fig- 
ures a year ago.

Ryscavage reviewed 
with the board that a re- 
quest was made of the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners 
concerning a consolklation 
plan in which the Loch Lynn 
and Red House schools 
would be razed and a new 
school would be built to 
house those students. How- 
ever, the commissioners 
rejected that plan because of 
the cost and directed the 
education board to develop a 
different plan. 

Ryscavage then explained 
that the state fire marshal 
visited the school and has 
since ordered the removal of 
and replacement of all doors 
and walls in the building. 
This project would cost ap- 
proximately $21,000, Morris 
said. Another option would 
be to install a sprinkler 
system in the school at a 
cost of $25,000. Ryscavage 
said the final alternative 
would be to close the school, 
but the decision to do this

would have to be made by 
April 30 and that there “are 
too many hurdles to jump” 
to succeed in closing it in 
that time. 

The school-closing laws do 
include an emergency clause, 
which may allow an educa- 
tion board to order a quick 
closing. Ryscavage invstigat- 
ed that option. 

“When I asked about the 
emergency clause, the fire 
marshal asked me if this 
danger situation was new, or 
if it had been noted in the 
past. Of course it has been 
noted in the past - for sever- 
al years, in fact. The mar- 
shal then told me in that 
case, it cannot be considered 
an emergency,” the superin- 
tendent said. 

Ryscavage has asked the 
fire marshal about a year- 
long grace period which 
would allow the school offi- 
cials to wait in fixing the 
problem areas while deckling 
what to do with the Loch 
Lynn students. Those who 
currently attend Loch Lynn 
would probably be trans- 
ferred to Broad Ford, Den- 
nett Road, or Kitzmiller 
elementary schools. 

“We have an immediate 
problem to face,” Ryscavage 
said. “The fire marshal has 
ordered some significant 
changes at Loch Lynn.”

Conunissioners 
Seek To Improve 


Jobless Picture 


The Garrett County Com- 
Missioners are currently 
working on a strategy that 
would help improve the 
county employment picture. 

The commissioners are 
attempting to revise future 
in-county capital projects 
contracts with bidding con- 
tractors in order to include 
provisions requiring that a 
certain percentage of local 
residents be hired by those 
contractors. The contract 
would also require that a 
certain percentage of local 
materials be used, as well. 

According to Commiseion- 
er John Braskey, the com- 
missioners have been made 
aware of the problem in 
recent months in light of 
contractors working on the 
airport and other county 
projects who have hired 
workers from out of the 
county and none from with- 
in. 

“We're also more aware of 
the problem now because of 
the current high unemploy- 
ment rate,” said Braskey, 
adding, “This will benefit the 
county.” 

Braskey said that re- 
search is being conducted by 
the county attorney to make 
sure those proposed provi- 
sions could be legally includ- 
ed in the contracts. 


First Rabies 
Cases Of 1992 
Are Reported 


The Garrett County 
Health Department recently 
reported the first two rabies 
cases of 1992. The first was 
confirmed in January and 
the second on April 13. 

A raccoon was killed at 
the home of Rick Green in 
January, and was later con- 
firmed rabid. The Green 
residence is located on Fibi- 
wee Lane in Mountain Lake 
Park 

The second case of the 

year was confirmed after two 
dogs came in contact with a 
reccoon in the Frick's Cross- 
ing area near Deer Park. 
The diseased animal was 
killed. The dogs were revac- 
cinated, and one of the ani- 
mais will be quarantined in 
a double-fenced pen for sev- 
eral months. 

Persons should not han- 
dle their pets if the animals 
come into contact with a 
suspiciously behaving wild 
animal. Pet-owners should 
not touch their pets for at 
least two hours following an 
encounter. 

All pets should be vacci- 
neted against the deadly 
disease, and a health officer 
noted that rabies clinics will 
begin in May. 

Persons should absolutely 
avoid contact with wild ani- 
mals, especially if the animal 
is not showing any fear of 
humans. Raccoons and 
skunks that are out in the 
daytime hours should be 
suspected of possible illness. 
Persons are asked not to 
feed their pets outdoors. If 
this is practiced, pet-owners 
should bring the food in at 
night.

Charter Board Completes Writing Of 


Charter; Special Election To Be Held 


Garrett County residents 
will have an opportunity this 
summer to decide whether 
the county will keep its 
current form of government 
or adopt the charter home 
rule form of county govern- 
ment. 

The Garrett County 
Home Rule Charter Board 
this week presented the 
completed proposed charter 
for the county to the Garrett 
County Commissioners. The 
charter represents approxi- 

mately one year of intensive 
work and study by the group 
and will be presented to local 
voters during a special elec- 
tion tentatively plannad for 
July 

Chairman John E. (Jack) 
Hinebaugh explained that. if 
the charter form of govern- 
ment is adopted, three major 
changes would occur. The 
first major change woukl be 
that the power to pass laws 
or ordinances would be 
transferred from the General 
Assembly in Annapolis to 
the local level of govern- 
ment. 

That power, said Hine- 
baugh, would be vested in a 
county council and not in a 
board of county commission- 
ers. That is the second major 
change - the establishment 
of a council consisting of a 
member from each of the 
proposed five voting districts. 
The council members, how- 
ever, would be elected at 
large and would serve four- 
year terms. 

The council would con- 
duct two types of seeaions:

legislative and administra- 
tive. The legislative session 
would deal with all matters 
pertaining to the enactment 
of laws. 

“The charter provides that 

all legislative sessions will be 
open to the public, as well as 
all administrative sessiona, 
except those expressly ex- 
empted under the Maryland 
Open Meetings Law,” stated 
Hinebaugh. 

The charter further pro- 
vides that the minutes or all 
open sessions be kept in a 
fourkal availeble or public 
mii 
would be" evellable ai’ the 
courthouse and library. 

All laws would be intro- 
duced as bills, under the 

charter, and public hearings 
would be held before the 
enactment of any law. Upon 
enactment, the law would 
then be subject to a referen- 
dum. 

"If the public doesn’t like 
the law, it can be taken to 
referendum by a petition 
which contains signatures of 
five percent (or approximate- 
ly 575) of the voters in Gar- 
rett County,” said Hine- 
baugh. 

He continued, "It would 
be easy to take a law to 
referendum if the voters 
don’t like it - what it does ia 
put the county council on 
notice of being very careful 
about the laws it passes.” 

The charter also providee 
for the appointment of » 
county administrator by the 
county council, and the char- 
ter spells out what quahfice- 
tions will be required of the 
administrator and will set 
forth, in detail, what hia 
responsibilities and dutiea 
will be. It also provides for 
his dismissal from office if 
those reeponsibilities and 
duties are not met. 

“All county agencies 
would be under the control 
and supervision of the coun- 
ty administrator, who will 
receive his direction from 
the county council,” said 
Hinebaugh 

Hinebaugh noted that the 
structure of the county gov- 
erninent would remain the 
same, and all agencies stay

Rounds had been arrestex/ 
when the Garrett County 
Narcotics Task Force was 
conducted a pre-raid surveil- 
lance on February 6 at 
Rounds residence on Memo- 
rial Drive. The Task Force 
had a court-ordered search 
and seizure warrant that 
had been signed by Circuit 
Court Judge Fred A. Thayer 

Members of the Task 
Force reportedly observed 
Rounds leave his residence 
and travel to Terra Alta, 
W Va. When he re-entered 
Maryland about an hour 
later, he was stopped by 
police officers A search of 
his vehicle revealed suspect- 
ed maryuana residue in the 
console area. He was placed 


under arrest and transported 
to the Garrett County Jail 
where a correctional officer 
conducted a search. That 
search produced a brass 
smoking pipe and a small 
plastic bag containing two 
grams of marijuana taken 
from Rounds’s pants pocket 
The search warrant was 
then executed at the resi- 
dence and the search re- 
vealed plastic baggies, a 
grarn scale, a smoking pipe 
with marijuana residue. a 
partially burnt marijuana 
cigarett.. and numerous 
marijuana seed: 
In 4 separate drug case, 
Chris T. MeRohie, 21, and 
VO MeRobe, 20, both of 
Deer Park, were found guilty 
f one count each of posses- 


sion of tnaryuana, possession 
of drug paraphernalia. and 
possession of an unregistered 
shotgun Pre-sentence inves- 
tigations were ordered for 
both men. Each was found 
not guulty on one count each 
of maintaimng a common 
nuisance. 

The McRobies were ar- 
rested on December 19, 
1991, after the Garrett 
County Narcotics Task Force 
executed a court-ordered 
search and seizure warrant 
at their. residence.

Sweeping Sales Tax Changes Noted; 
Many To Be Effective May 1 


The most sweeping 
changesin Maryland’ssales 
and use tax law in agenera- 
tion will affect thousands of 
businesses and consumers, 
wilh many of the changes 
taking effect May 1, 1992, 
according to the Maryland 
State Comptroller's Office. In 
addition, Maryland's ciga- 
rette tax will increase from 
16¢ to 36¢ per pack of 20 on 
May 1, andthe state gasoline 
tax increases from 18'4¢ to 
23¢ per gasoline on May 1. 

Legislation enacted by the 
Maryland General Assembly 
and signed by Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaeferon April 
10, 1992, will repeal the sales 
tax exemption for newspa- 
pers, specific snacks and pre- 
pared foods sold in grocery 
stores and other items. The 
new legislation also adds the 
5% sales and use tax tocellu- 
lar telephone services, many 
other telephone services, pay- 
per-view television, security 
services and other types of 
services. Thousands of busi- 
nesses and professionals, 
such as veterinarians, secu- 
rity services and industrial 
cleaningcompanies, wil have 
to register for sales and use 
tax licenses for the first time. 
They should contact the State 
Comptroller’s Office as 
quickly as poasible. Many of 
them will be able to register 
by telephone by calling (410) 
225-1300 in the Baltimore 
areaor 1-800-492-1751 from 
elsewhere in Maryland. 

The State Comptroller's 
Office is now mailing infor- 
mational materials and new 
licenses tomore than 100,000 
vendors who already have 
sales and use tax accounts. 

Sales and use tax licenses 
are being replaced because 
many older licenses do not 
bear current registration 
numbersor donot reflect the 
current location address of 
the licensee. 

Consumere will begin to 
pay sales and use taxes on 
over-the-counter, subscrip- 
ticn and home delivery sales 
of newspapers May 1, 1992. 
Newspapers sold through 
vending machines will be tax- 
able beginning January 1, 
1993. 

Cellular telephone and 
other mobile telecommunica- 
tions services, including 
“beeper” telecommunications 
charges will be taxable be- 
ginning, May 1, 1992. 

A variety of other tele- 
phone services also become 
taxable May 1, 1992, includ- 
ing telephone answering ser- 
vices; “900” type services, 
and custom calling features, 
such as call forwarding, 
caller identification, and 
rapid dialing, call back and 
telephone conferencing. 


Television viewers will 
begin paying Maryland's 
sales and use tax on pay-per- 
view serviceson May 1, 1992. 
The tax does not apply to 
charges to attend a closed 
circuit telecast. However, it 
will be imposed in addition to 
the 10% taxon subscription 
television broadcasts of box- 
ing or wrestling contests. 

Effective June 1, 1992, 
grocery stores and other busi- 
nesses with substantial gro- 
cery business will begin to 
collect sales and use tax on 
the following specific snack 
foods, no matter what pack- 
age size: potato chips and 
sticks, corm chips, pretzels, 
cheese puffs and curls, pork 
rinds, extruded pretzels and 
chips, popped popcorn, nuts 
and edible seeds, and mix- 
ture which contain any of 
these items. 

The tax applies only to 
those specific snack foods, not 
to everything consumers 
might believe to be snacks. 
These items remain exempt 
from sales and use tax if sold 
by churches, schools, volun- 


teer fire companies and vet- 
eransorganizations. 

AlsoonJune 1, 1992, gro- 
cery stores will begin tocol- 
lect sales and use tax on the 
following specific food items 
prepared for individual con- 
sumption: Food obtained from 
salad, soup or dessert bars, 
party platters, heated food, 
sandwiches suitable for im- 
mediate consumption, ice 
cream, frozen yogurt and 
other frozen desserts, soldin 
containers of less than one 
pint 

The taxability of ice 
cream, frozen yogurt and 
other frozen desserts depends 
upon the size of each con- 
tainer sold. While the tax 
will apply to the sale of a 
single ice cream sandwich, 
forexample, it will not apply 
to a package of a dozen ice 
cream sandwiches contain- 
ing more than a pint of ice 
cream. 

Consumers who use secu- 
rity services, such as resi- 
dential andcommercial moni- 
toring, private detectives, 
armored car, guard dog, body- 
guard and private guard ser- 
vices, will begin to pay sales 
and use tax on those services 
June 1, 1992. 

Among theother changes 
enacted by the General As- 
sembly was a provision, ef- 
fective January 1, 1993, 
which requires persons ap- 
plying for issuance or renewal 
of any of 16 professional li- 
censes to certify that all of 
their state tax obligations 
have been paid or provided 
for in amanner satisfactory 
tothe Comptroller.

Jo Implement Local 


“Buckle-Up” Project 

The Garrett County 

Health Department has re- 
ceived a federal grant from 
the Centers For Disease Con- 
trol (CDC), Atlanta, Ga, to 
implement a county-wide 
safety-belt program. 

Dr. Rex D. Archer, 
Garrett County health offi- 
cer, explained that the 18- 
morith program is designed 
to increase safety-belt usage 
among county residents. He 
stated that the high rate of 
death and disabilities result- 
ing from motor vehicle acci- 
dents 1s a major national 
health problem. About 2,500 
Marylanders are killed or 
injured each year in trans- 
portation-related accidents, 
but many of those deaths 
could be prevented by weur- 
ing seat-belts, he stated 

Archer noted that a pre- 

liminary health department 
survey showed that thecur- 
rent rate of compliance with 
the state seat-belt lawisonly 
about 50% in Garrett County, 
which is far short of the state 
compliance rate of 70%. Re- 
cent local observations also 
suggest that pick-up truck 
drivers are lagging even fur- 
ther behind at arate of only 
27% compliance. 

“Almost all of us know 
someone who hasbeen killed 
ur injured in an automobile 
accident. It’s sotragic when 
a ioved one could have been 
saved simply by buckling up,” 
Dr. Archer stated. 

Carol Brown, community 
health educator with the 
health department, will over- 
see the program in conjunc- 
tion with the Communities 
for Child Safety project cur- 
rently underway in the 
county. Debra Barnard is 
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TOCONDUCT "BUCKLE-UP” PROJECT-— The Garrett County 
Health Departmenthas recentlyrecelved agranttoimplementa 
county-wide “buckle-up” project.

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Two W.Va. Men 
Found Guilty 
Of Felony Theft 


(Delayed one week) 


Two West Virginia men 
were found guilty of felony 
theft in Garrett County 
District Court proceedings 
two weeks ago by Judge 
Timothy Finan from Al- 
legany County District 
Court. 


Christopher R. Wright, 
21, Grafton, W.Va. and 
Larry M. Harris, 21, 
Bridgeport, W.Va., were both 
found guilty of felony theft 
and each was sentenced to 
three years to the Maryland 
Department of Corrections. 
All but 30 days of those 
sentences was suspended. 
They were also both placed 
on 30 days of unsupervised 
probation. Fines and court 
costs were waived, but they 
were ordered to make 
restitution to Dirk A. Yoder. 

Additional charges of 
breaking and entering and 
breaking and stealing 
against both men were not 
prosecuted because of plea 
agreements with the State’s 
Attorney's Office. 

The pair had been 
arrested in March by the 
Maryland State Police after 
an investigation into a 
reported theft of two Honda 
motorcycles and a pair of 
motorcycle racing boots, all 
valued at $7,470. Wright was 
brought to the McHenry 
Barrack on March 13 where 
he confessed to the crime. 
He also led police back to 
West Virginia where the 
stolen items were stolen. 

In other District Court 
news, Judge Jack R. Turney 
found L. Bradford Wolfe, 34, 
Oakland, not guilty of one 


count of felony theft. 

Wolfe had been charged 
with that crime on March 3 
by Brian K. Craver who 
stated that Wolfe had 
removed his $500 guitar 
from the apartment of Bobby 
Stark. He said he asked 
Wolfe for the guitar and 
contacted police when it was 
not returned. Wolfe told 
police he would have to pay 
S4 a day for storage of the 
guitar. Craver said he never 
requested that Wolfe store 
the guitar. 

William L. Gaither, 39, 
Oakland, was found not 
guilty of two counts of bat- 
tery by Judge Turney. 

Gaither had been charged 
by a 17-year-old female who 
contended Gaither had 
slapped her and grabbed her 
neck when she was talking 
to a neighbor that he didn’t 
like.

For the 
resisting arrest charge, he 
was handed a one-year jail 
term (al] but 90 days was 
suspended), fined $250, and 
placed on 18 months of un- 
supervised probation. He 
was given a 90-day suspend- 
ed jail term, fined $50, and 
placed on 18 months of un- 
supervised probation for the 
disturbance while intoxicated 
charge.

In the late i:oure and early ‘70r there wax a great 
effort made by the ma: media to warn people about 
the dangers of certain illegal drugs The real targets of 
that early say no” campaign were marquana, speed, 
LSD, and heroin, with the latter two heing accurately 
desenbed a= the real life-threatening ones. Everyone 
knew what [SD and heroin were and how dangerous 
they were 

In the late “TOs and early to mid “S0s, a drug that 
received the considerable press was PCP, as its effects 
were causing incidents of violent. bizarre behavior by 
its users 

In the past several years, cocaine and its vamous 
forms 1e “crack” have seized the major headlines, as 
this deadly drug continues to mp families apart and 
take a heavy toll of life. particularly in our major cities. 
Other even more toxic substances now on the market 
Include the synthetic narcotic fentanyl citrate, known 
as “China white,” that has killed over two dozen 
Baltimore area residents just in the past three months. 
This particular drug ts 100 times stronger than heroin. 

We have noticed in the past 51x months or so that 
the “drugs of the 60s” are making a comeback, even in 
Garrett County For 30 many years there was almost 
no sign of LST. for example. in the county. Yet, yust in 
the past several months, there have been a number of 
arrests of persons with this drug in their possession. 

Among the questions that come to our minds is, do 
the young people of today even know about the dangers 
of LSD? Has anyone told them? While the mass media 
has been doing a reasonably good job lately warning 
the general public about the dangers of cocaine, we 
believe it is doing next to nothing in explaining the 
dangers of some of these other substances. 

Also, while some strides are apparently being made 
in the war against cocaine, the availability, sale, and 
use of heroin are increasing at alarming rates. 

One of the conclusions we draw from this 30-year 
pattern is that the media campaigns should be 
broadened to include the dangers of all drug use, and 
not just the use of certain drugs. Another far more 
somber conclusion is that. while we may win an 
occasional battle, we are currently losing the overall 
war against drugs. We must investigate some new, 
onginal tache that may be more effective. 

The reason for illegal drug use is multi-faceted and 
extremely complicated Social and economic conditions, 
quality of education, and the dysfunction of the family 
unit are among those facets. Until there are some 
major, positive changer in all of these areas, we believe 
the drug problem will continue. In the meantime, az 
parents and concerned adults, we must do all we can 
to educate our own children about the real, often 
hornfymg. consequences of illegal drug use

SAFE DEBRIS BURNING 

The Department of Natura] Resources, Forestry Divi- 
sion, would like to remind people that spring istraditionally 
atime of high forest fire danger in Maryland. In 1991 more 
than 699 wildfires burned nearly 8267 acres in the State 
1177 acresofthis acreage was woxxlland. Manyof these fires 
occurred in the spring, mostly on weekends and in the 
afternoons. Typically, spring is the time of the year when 
many property owners are conducting outdoor burning of 
leaves and other debris Unfortunately, many people do not 
bum safely, resulting in wildfires In 199] debris burners 
caused 174 wildfiresin Maryland Debns burning in Garrett 
County accvunted for 10 fires or 27 percent of the wildfires 
in the County last year 

In order toprevent wildfires from occurmng and causing 
destruction to private homes and woodlands, the State of 
Maryland has established open-air burning regulations. 
These regulations apply to activities in woodlands and 
within 200 ft of woodlands, or activities adjacent to or 
within an area where flammable materials that could ignite 
and carry fire to woodlands are located These regulations 
are 

1 Anatural or constructed fire break at least ten feet 
wide must completely surround the matenal to be burned 

2. Adequate peraonnel and equipment must be present to 
prevent the fire from escaping 

3 At least one responsible person must remain at the 
burning location until the last spark is out 

4. Permissible burning hours are between 5 p.m. and 1 
am Daylight Savings Time 

5 Open air burning prior to5pm DST requiresa 
burning permit from ID) NR. and from the County Health 
Department 

Open air burning of any type not in accordance with 
these regulations is subject to citations and fines ranging 
from $5) to $250 If youare buming, be extremely cautious 
and be certain that the fire does not get out of control and 
spread inte nearby grass and woods The protection ofour 
forest resource is vital to the continuation of foresta for 
water quality protection, timber, wildlife habitat and recre- 
ation 


that kills most children before they reach the age of five. 
Bilary atresia is acongenital disease characterized by an 
inadequate formation of the bile ducts. This disease results 
in persistent jaundice and end-stage liver damage But 
Nicole is one of the lucky ones who beat end-stage organ 
disease as a result of liver transplant At two years of age 
Nicole couldn't walk or talk or do anything that required 
energy Nicole was placed on the liver transplant waiting 
list along with, at times, hundredsofotherchildren her age 
Acall froma transplant surgeon changed Nicole's prognosis 
considerably: the family of a brain dead child who was 
Nicole's size and blood type generously consented to organ 
donation. Since being transplanted over five years ago, 
Nicole’s growth and development bave normalized sothat 
today she’s just like any other child her age 
Thanks to the generosity and courage of many people 
like Nicole’s donor family, this and other similarstories are 
played out daily. Last yearover 15,000 people inthe United 
States received a heart, liver, kidney, pancreas, or lung 
transplant that saved their lives. Over 100,000 patients 
received some type of tissue transplant such as corneas, 
skin and bone. Yet at any given moment there are still 
approximately 24,000 people on the waiting list for vital 
organs and many thousards more whocould benefit from 
the use of tissues. Unfortunately many patients awaiting a 
vital organ transplant will die for lack of availability 
Through the Transplant Resource Center of Maryland, 
Garrett County Memonal Hospital offers families the oppor- 
tunity to donate organs and tissues when a loved one dies.

room, coordinate recovery of all donated organs and tissues, 
provide supphes and services for the preservation and 
placement oforgans and tissues, provide follow-up informa- 
tion to family and hospital and guarantee payment of all 
costs related to donation 
Organ donation and transplantation are truly miracles 
Today, stones like Nicole’s are more commonplace than ever 
before, but each story is a miracle initself To people who 
haveend stage organ failure, transplantation provides the 
possibility of a long, productive life The limiting factor 
however, has always been and continues to be the shortage 
of available donors 
Working together, Garrett County Memorial Hospital 
and the Transplant Resource Centerof Maryland can save 
and improve the lives of hundreds of kids like Nicole (and 
adults too) who can be given a second chance at life. The 
Transplant Resource Center recommends that everyone 
discuss their own wishes regarding donation with their next 
of kin.

Abuse Prevention Month 


Child Sexual Abuse 
by Debbie Holler, counselor, 
Domvustic Violence & Sexual Assault 
Information Center 

Garrett County 1s a rural area with low cnme rates. 
Many people believe that incest andchild sexual abuse don’t 
happen in this area. In 1991, 25 cases of child sexual abuse 
were reported to the Domestic Violence and Sexual Assault 
Information Center. These reports were not confirmed, but 
the incidence of false reports is very low. Considering that 
the majority of cases go unreported, this shows that the 
problem does exist in Garrett County. 

The effects of child sexual abuse are severe and long- 
term. Sexual abuse can damage achild physically, mentally 
and emotionally. If the child 1s not treated, he or she will 
carry the pain of abuse into adulthood. (Note: Child sexual 
abuse happens to both male and female children, but it is 
more common among girls. For simplicity’s sake, the child 
will be referred to as “she” in the remainder of this article.) 

The child feels ashamed and dirty. She usually feels the 
abuse is her fault. She cannot understand why the abuser 
has hurt her in this way. If the abuser is a family member or 
close fnend, the child's confusion is increased. An adult that 
the child trusted, and in some cases loved, has hurt her and 
betrayed her trust. This gives the child a basic attitude of 
mistrust and suspicion towards others. 

The best way todeal with child sexual abuse is to prevent 
it from happening. Parents need to teach children that a 
child's body belongs to her alone. No one has the right to 
touch her in away she doesn't like or force her todo anything 
that makes her uncomfortable. Children need to be taught 
the difference between appropriate and inappropriate 
touches. They should know where their “private parts” are 
and that these parts should not be touched unless the child 
is sick or being examined by a physician. 

The next best thing to prevention is stopping the abuse 
onceit hashegun. Children need toknow totell an adult they 
trust if anything lke this happens to them. They can tell 
their parents, teachers, school counselors, or clergy. If the 
person they tell does not believe them. they should tell 
someone else. They should keep telling until someone be- 
heves them and the abuse stops. 

There are several reasons a child will hesitate to report 
abuse. A sexually abused child will often blame herself for 
the abuse. She may feel that she is bad or did something 
wrong to cause the abuse to occur. In these cases, it should 
be stressed that the child is not at fault. The abuser is 
responsible for his actions and the child did nothing to bnng 
if on. Often the abuser has threatened harm to the child or 
her loved ones if the child tells anyone. Also, the child may 
not realize that her situation is abnormal. For example, a 
victim of incest may think that every father treats her 
daughter this way If this behavior is all she has experi 

enced, she may not see it as wrong. 

Because a child may never report the abuse, adults 
should be aware of the signs that a child may be sexually 
abused. Overly compliant behavior or aggressive, acting-out 
behavior may signal the child is being sexually abused. The 
child may exhibit pseudo-mature behavior or have detailed 
knowledge of sexual behavior. Repeated incidents of inap- 
propnate sexual play with other children or themselves is a 
strong sign of sexual abuse. The child may also have a lack 
of trust with others, por concentration, regressive behavior 
or depression 

If you suspect achild is being sexually abused, you should 
report it to Child Protective Services at the Garrett County 
Department of Social Services, 334-5405. For more informa-

show that at least fifty percent of traffic fatalities can be 
attributed to the use of beverage alcohol. These statistics 
also apply to Maryland. In fact, it can be shown that too 
many people drive while under the influence of alcohol in 
Garrett County! The addiction Service of the Garrett County 
Health Department reports that during fiscal year 1991 
they treated 201 persons who were arrested for driving 
while intoxicated (DWI). Over 120 of these people were 
Garrett County residents 

The drinking drivers who were sent to treatment were 
only a part of the total number of those who were arrested 
for thiscrime. Some defendants were tried and placed on 
probation, others were processed by the court, but released 
to other states or jurisdictions. Nevertheless, nearly all 
DW!Icases that passthrough the courts in Garrett County 
are evaluated by the trained counselors at the Addiction 
Service who determine whether they are “social drinkers” 
(drinkers who accidentally drank too much), or whether 
they are problem dnnkers whoneed treatment. A drivercan 
be arrested with a blood alcohol concentration (BAC) of .05% 
(under 18 years of age, the Iimitis .02%,). At this level, he or 
she is considered impaired and an unsafe driver under 
Maryland Jaw. Ata blood alcohol concentration of .]0%or 
more, a driver 1s considered under the influence (legally 
drunk) and usually is subject to stiffer penalties. 

The counselors who evaluate the [)WI clients review 
arrest records, family histories, work histones, andmedical 
background information to make their diagnosis. Gener- 
ally, ahistory of drunk dnving arrests signalsthat a person 
has adrinking problem. The Health Department statistics 
for fiscal year 1991 show that 25. 9%:of the people evaluated 
had BACsof O8 to 12%, 38 8% had .13to.20%, and |O%had 

21 to.30%. Five percent had BACs over .31%. At the latter 
BAC, most normal people would be unconscious and at risk 
of heart or respiratory failure Imagine them atthe wheel of 
a speeding vehicle. Nearly 2{%% of the drivers had been 
arrested once before. Almost 10% had been arrested three 
times. 

Most of the people arrested for DWI are men (87.6%). 
llowever the women, at 12.4% are being arrested for DWI 
at an increasing rate according to available statistics. Inthe 
first half of fiscal year 1992, 13.5%of the clientshave been 
female. 

While increased enforcement has been somewhat effec- 
tive as a deterrent to driving while under the influence of 
alcohol this dangerous behavior cannot continue to be 
tolerated. For this reason information and education pro- 
grams are being developed by local, state and national 
agencies and organizations aimed at reducing thenumbers 
of people who drive while impaired. The alcohol beverage

Flushing Shirt Company, Inc. 


Fluahing Shirt Com- 
pany, located in Grantaville, 
1s a division of the B 
Lippman Company that was 
founded in 1937 Its 
founder, Lippman, located 
the original plant in Flush- 
ing, New York. The busi- 
ness flourished due to the 
need to provide shirts for 
the military during World 
War II 

In 1953, Ed Olesky, the 
current president of B 
Lippman, opened new mar- 
kets forun:form dress shirts 
with police and fire depart- 
ments A new plant was 
needed to handle just this 
type of order, and in 1953, 
the town of Grantsville 
agreed to build a fire hall 
with space above for a 
manufacturing plant. It has 
expanded three times since 
and now totals 60,000 
square feet. 

There are now three 
other plants owned by 
B. Lippman, located in 
Waynesburg, Pa., Car- 
michael, Pa., and Martins 
burg, Tenn. The other 
three produce high-volume, 
less-styled shirts that 
are used mostly for the 
military and postal service 
Only the Grantsville plant 
produces high-style, low- 
volume uniform dress 
shirts It turns out 800-900 
dozen shirtsa week and the 
work mix is extremely var- 
ied. 

The Grantsville plant, 
with its 240 employees(95% 
of them female), serves as 
the central distribution 
point for the whole B 
Lippman operation and has 
the largest facility of the 
four plants. Shirts produced 
by the Lippman plants are 
aold and shipped todiatribu 
tora who sell them to vari- 
ous police, fire, and mih- 
tary preups 

Jim White, plant man- 
ager at Grantsville Flush- 
ing Shirt, grew up in Banum 
Springs, North Carolina, 


and graduated from 
Chowan College in Mur- 
freesboro, North Carol- 


lina. His 30 years of experi- 
ence in the appare) indus- 
try includes work as the 
senior industrial engineer 
for Bobby Brooks Women’s 
Wear, the director of indus- 
trial engineering for White 
Stag Women’s Wear andthe 
director of manufacturing 
for Crawford Manufactur- 
ing. 
White and his wife, Ann, 
have two children and four 
grandchildren who reside 
in other states. Their young- 
est child, Mitzi, is a student 
at Northern Middle School. 
White is a longtime and cur- 
rent member of Lions Club 
and a former member of 
Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and Rotary 

The couple feels that 
Garrett County is a whole- 
some place to raise a family 
and for children to go to 
school. They are especially 
enjoying the special beauty 
and the recreational oppor- 
tunities found inthe county. 
When chatting with busi- 
ness friends all over the 
country, the Whites make 
them jealous by bragging 
about being just minutes 
from the sk: slopes and lake 
activities. 

White says that B. 
Lippman is the largest 
maker of uniform dress 
shirts with 40% of the mur 
ket, and adds, “We don't try 
to outsell with price. We 
outsell with quality.” One 
factor that contributes to 
the high quality ofthe shirts 
is the use of the military 
crease which was develuped 
by Flushing The wool blend 
tropical shirt with a perma- 
nent military crease is one 
of the company’s best sell- 
ers. 
Rusty Geiger, the senior 
plant engineer at Flushing, 
who hasmore than 20 years 
of experience in the apparel 
industry, stated, "Even ina 
downturn, the company has 
prospered because it has an 
excellent reputation as a 
long term manufacturer of 
high quality uniform shirts

as competition 1s concerned 
because our quality 1s sec- 
ond tu none.” 

White believes that the 
employees at Flushing are 
the company’s greatest as- 
set and practices an “open 
two-way type of manage- 
ment style” rather than 
management from the top 
down. He explains, “The 
people are what make the 
company. Giving your 
people the proper training, 
tools, equipment and sup- 
port -. these are the keys to 
productivity.” Since start- 
ing to manage the company 
inJuly, Jim has been work- 
ing hard putting this phi- 
losophy into action 

Nancy Savage, supervi- 
sor of the training depart- 
ment for eight years, de- 
scribed the change in man- 
agement. “We're more em- 
ployee ornented now,” she 
said “We don't just care 
about getting the shirts out 
the dour, we also care about 
the employees The super- 
visors now have more free- 

dom to run their depart-

ments Jim considers us as 
part of the management 
team and encourages us to 
use that role in daily opera- 
tions. The supervisors work 
together more now than 
they did in the past.” 

Liz Durst, who has su- 
pervised for three years, 
hhkes the open door policy 
White has established. She 
states: “We can go to Jim 
anytime with a problem and 
between us we try to work it 
out.” This open door policy 
also is extended to the op- 
erator, not just the supervi- 
sors, she adds. “Employees 
who are experiencing prob- 
lems can discuss them 
openly with Jim.” 

White says he sees train- 
ing as acritical part of effec- 
tive management. Soon af- 
ter his arrival at Flushing, 
he began to work out plans 
for customized training for 
the supervisors. He put to- 
gether an extensive train- 

ing program with Sandy 
Mayor, coordinator for Busi- 
ness Training at Garrett 
Community College. Super- 
visors recently completed 
this management classthat 
included work on hiring and 
developing employees, 
training, evaluation, plan- 
ning, organizing and con- 
trolling, time management, 
team building, communica- 
tion skills, progressive dis- 
cipline, and coping with 
change. The instructor of 
theclass, Darlene Park, has 
extensive experience as an 
operator, supervisor, and 
plant manager in the ap- 
parel industry. According to 
Savage, who participated in 
the classalong with 14 other 
supervisors, “Darlene is an 
excellent instructor because 
she can relate so effectively 
to the issues and problems 
that are a part of the ap- 
pare] industry ” 

In reflecting on the 
classes, Durst, who super- 
vises 36 operators com- 
mented, “When we first 
started the class, we had 
some serious attitude prob- 
lems; now we have more 
positive attitudes. Our op- 
erators are more conscien- 
tious about whatis going on 
and more alert to quality. I 
believe this is because we 
are making the standards 
more clear. We're also try- 
ing toreinforce good work I 
try to talk with each of my 
operators the way I want 
them to talk to me. I let 
them know that they’re ap- 
preciated. [depend onthem 
and they're usually there 
for me. We're more of ateam 
now and are learning how 
to work together effec- 





tively.” 

For Savage, one of the 
real benefits of the class was 
just getting together and 
talking with other supervi- 
sors. "We found we shared 
the same problems and were 
able to work together better 
because of the sharing. It 
helped us to find out how 
much we have in common 
and that other supervisors 
have similar problems.” 

The importance of hav- 
ing good supervisors was 
noted by Willis Younkin who 
has worked for the company 
for 23 years. Younkin stated: 
“We have a good supervisor 
in our section andevery one 
gets along well together. 
This helps our department 
be enthusiastic about work 
and reliable in attendance. 
Everyone is here most of 
the time. This is important 
because we have just the 
right number of people and 
if someone is not here it 
throws our work off and 
makes everyone’s job 
harder.” 

Ginny Basinger, who 
makes badge pieces, is also 
enthusiastic about her su- 
pervisor. She is especially 
impressed by his strong self 
control. She says she has 
never seen him angry. 
“When extra work is 
needed,” she stated, “he 
doesn't pressure me but he 
asks for my help so nicely 
that I feel guilty if I can't 
help out.” 

The company feels train- 
ing 1s essential, not just for 
supervisors but for al] em- 
ployees in the operation 
According to White, “Our 
turnover rate is low com- 
pared to the garment in- 
dustry standards but new 
technology, product lines, 
andequipment require con- 
tinual training This is es- 
sential to a progressive op- 
eration.” 

Flushing uses AMT, 
which 1s a Vestibule Train- 
ing System. Savage, the 

training supervisor works 
with employees off the floor 
for up to 12 weeks. She uses 
a series of training exer- 
cises and techniques tobuild 
dexterity and sewing skills.

about as automated as can 
be used for making a shirt. 
A recent addition is an au- 
tomated piece of equipment 
that makes epaulets. It will 
triple productivity in this 
area, White said. A new 
state-of-the-art payroll/pro- 
duction reporting system, 
which uses a bar-coding 
wand to calculate wages 
based on piece- work has also 
been installed recently, and 
the use of a computernzed 
micro-dynamic automatic 
marker marking system 
assures the most effective 
utilization of fabric. 

Durst noted that the 
company 1s continually up- 
grading machines to pro- 
vide better quality and more 
quantity. She is looking for- 
ward tothe upcoming addi- 
tion of a new button hole 
machine that will be faster 
and yield better quality in 
her area 

One real concern for the 
management of the com- 
pany has been the limited 
availability of applicants to 
fill recent job openings cre- 
ated by increasing produc- 
tion needs. The apparel 
business is very labor in- 
tensive because automation 
possibilities are limited. 
According to White, “There 
are plenty of people who 
could work here and we 
have an extensive training 
program for new employees 
so they can learn the skills 
needed.

Flushing Shirt 
Continued from Page A-8 
women. It is felt that gener- 
ally women have better eye,

Basinger, who has been 
an employee for 10 years, 
sees many benefits in work- 
ing at the company. These 
include a good insurance 
plan and prescription pro- 
gram, long vacations, and 
personal days.

In discussing the need 
for new employees, Savage 
said, “We need new employ- 
ees who want to work, care 
about their job, and are will- 
ing to put forth 100% effort.

The manage- 
ment of the company be- 
lieves they can be more re- 
sponsive to customers with 
pricing, quahty and deliv- 
ery through increased em- 
ployee involvement. Mov- 
ing toward modular preduc- 
tion will require increased 
capital investment. It will 
mean more equipment and 
more extensive training for 
management and other per- 
sonnel. 

Thecompany is planning 
to make this investment 
because management feels 
Flushing can best retain its 
strong market share 
through continuing to in- 
crease efficiency in produc- 
ing high quality garments 
and responding quickly to 
customer needs. The will- 
ingness to make thisinvest- 
ment is also supported by 
White's belief in the capa- 
bilities of Flushing employ- 
ees. According to him, theae 
employeeshave “some of the 
strongest work ethics” that 
he has been exposed to in 
his work in various parts of 
the country. “Basedon this,” 
he states, “we as a company 
feel we have a long and 
strong future in Garrett 
County.”

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TITESAVAGE RIVER 
by Jack King 

Many anglers consider 
the Savage River the “Crown 
Jewel” of Garrett County 
trout streams. Born in the 
northeastern part of the 
Garrett County near Finzel, 
the Savage River, despite its 
name, cascades gently from 
the pool to pool through its 2- 
mile trek to the confluence 
with the North Branch ofthe 
Potomac near Bloomington. 
Along the way, the Savage 
grows in size as it picks up 
water from half a dozen de- 
lightfully beautiful tributary 
streams. This ecosystem is 
one of the most unique trout 
fisheries in Maryland. This 
fabulous stream can be de- 
scribed as having two dis- 
tinct and uniquely different 
sections of river which are 
separated by the Savage River 
Dam. 

That part of the river 
above the dam is first and 
foremost anative brook trout 
stream. In the main stem 
from the confluence of Little 
Savage Ruverto Big Run State 
Park, itscharacteristics dif- 
fer significantly from that 
part of the river located be- 
low the dam. In the scenic 
and beautiful upper section, 
the banks are shadowed by 
laurel with undercut banks

and many protective holding 
lies for trout. Streams like 
Black Lick, Blue Lick, Little 
Savage, Poplar Lick, and 
Bear Pen all feed the main 
stem of the Upper Savage 
with their crystal clear and 
icy water. Each of these 
streams, in themselves, are 
independent fisheries which 
hold healthy brook trout 
populations. In the late fall, 
these small streams see an 
increase in population of fish 
from the resident brook trout 
in the Savage’s main stem. 
These trout are competing 
for places to spawn and propa- 
gate. 

The water from Merrill’s 
Bridge downstream to the 
dam is stocked by the Mary- 
land Departmentof Natural 
Resources with rainbow 
trout. The water above 
Merrill's Bridge is primarily 
all brook trout and overlooked 
by many local fishermen. 

This section above the 
bridge is probably the most 
beautiful part of the Savage 
River andcanofferan angler 
an absolutely breathtaking 
day of trout fishing in some of 
the prettiest scenery in the 
State of Maryland. The river 
also holds a population of 
brown trout which have been 
stocked by the Department of 
Natural Resources and har-

canexceed 20 inches. 

The Upper Savage offers 
its best fishing opportunities 
during those penods immedi- 
ately after a rain when the 
water isalightly high andoff- 
color. It is during these times 
that sculpin minnow imita- 
tions, muddlers, or dark 
streamers such as Black 
Ghosts and Wooly Buggers, 
bring the healthiest fish out 
of their holding lies. How- 
ever, catching the river in 
this condition is one of those 
occurrences that only hap- 
pens to the average fisher- 
man once ortwice during the 
season. Nevertheless, don’t 
overlook these unique times, 
as the rewards will be aston- 
ishing. 

Theupper partofthe river 
has arich food source which 
is primarily composedofcad- 
dis flies and sculpin minnows. 
There are abundant hatches 
of May-flies which occur 
throughout the spring and 
into the summer. These in- 
cludea very healthy popula- 
tion of March browns anda 
prolific Green Drake Hatch 
which can occur during the 
last weekend of May or the 
first week of June. Later in 
the year, there are signifi- 
cant hatchesof lsonyshia and 
Potamanthas Distinctis, 
known to many anglers as 
the Yellow Sally. 

The river below Savage 
River Dam is entirely differ- 
ent than theriver inthe up- 
per stretches. The most no- 
ticeable difference is that itis 
not fed by tributary streams 
and its primary source of 
water comes from the Savage 
River Dam. The strength of 
this part of the river is that 
throughout the year, the av- 
eragetemperature ofthe Sav- 
age is very cold asa resultof 
the water flow from the bot- 
tom ofthedam. The first mile 
of water below the dam is 
almost invariably 55 degrees 
or less, even during the hot- 
test daysofthe summer. This 
provides a unique opportu- 
nity for the average fisher- 
man in that 55to65 degrees 
isthe temperature that pro- 
vides optimal conditions for 
trout feeding activity. 

The Savage below thedam 
is also a brook trout stream. 
However, it also holds a tre- 
mendously healthy popula- 
tion of brown trout, many of 
which exceed 20 inches. In 
the fall, the upper part of this 
river near the outlet of the 
dam becomesliterally choked 
with resident populationsof 
brown and brook trout which 
are moving upstream to 
spawn. 

The Savage from Arons 
Run up-stream to the Al- 
legany bridge is pleasing 
water tofish because the lev- 
els of theriver are controlled 
by flows from the dam. It is 
gorgeous pocket water that, 
although slippery, is easily 
wadeable. Theentire stream 
can be cast towithout effort. 
This lower part of the river

always provides a tremen- 
dous level of suspense in that 
one minute you will becatch- 
ing athree-inch brook trout 
and the next minute an 18- 
inch brown troutcan explode 
aftersame fly. 

The upper river from 
Merrill's Bridge tothe damis 
governed by Maryland’snor- 
mal putand take regulations 
which allow ananglertokeep 
five fish a day. Allofthe non- 
stocked tributaries have a 
limit of two fish per day. 

The lower river below the 
dam has benefitted greatly 
from special regulations en- 
acted by the Department of 
Natural Resources. From the 
dam down to the Allegheny 
Bridge, flyfishing only is al- 
lowed. From the Allegheny 
Bridge to the North Branch 
artificial lures only are per- 
mitted. Anglers may keep 
trophy-sized trout in both 
stretches. Check the current 
Marylandregulations for spe- 
cifics. 

The Savage is a very spe- 
cial resource and is truly a 
trout fisherman's dream. It 
can provide day after day of 
difficult challenges and en- 
joymentany time of the year.

The 52-year old Dovlan, 
an avid fisherman since his 
father first introduced him to 
the sport at age 7, has writ- 
ten “The Complete Fishing 
Guide to Deep Creek Lake,” 
a just-published book that 
the author saysis acompila- 
tion of knowledge gleaned 
from dozensoflong time Deep 
Creek anglers and his own 
personal experience of hav- 
ing successfully fished the 
lake for over 40 years. He 
will be on hand April 25 at 
the Waldenbooks Store, 
Country Club Mall in LaVale 
from 11] a.m. until 3 p.m. to 
discuss fishing techniques 
and to autograph copies of 
the book. 

Mr. Doolan concedes 
quickly that fishing 1s more 
than a hobby. “For me, it’s 
more hike alife,” he quips. It 
isthat intense interest, along 
with hearing peuple complain 
that they can’t catch fish at 
Deep Creek, which promoted 
him to write the book. 

Anold documentary pro- 
duced in the 1940's labelled 
Deep Creek as ‘Fishing s 
Reluctant Dragon,” oweing 
to its unique shape and an 
apparent unwillingness to 
share its bounty of game fish. 

Mr. Doolan’s book at- 
tempts to knock the myth 
down tosize -- trophy size, he 
says. 

The Guide begins with a 
brief overview of the“... 
3,900 acre fishin’ hole,” and 
describes the type of game 
fish at Deep Creek andtheir 
preferred habitat. He lists 
thelures andequipment that 
hasproduced the big strikes, 
and he tellsthe reader where 
and how to find fish under 
any givenconditions. 

Maps are provided to 
guide the would-be angler to 
2} of the best “hot spots” on 
the Lake for fishing. 

His down-to-earth com- 
mentary, which accompanies 
each map, describes the wa- 
ter depth, natural and man- 
made reefs, and the proven 
methods of luring fish to 
strike. 

Several photographs of 
suggested lures and the 
catches they've produced re- 
veal the success that Mr. 
Doolan andmany ofhisfish- 
ing buddieshave enjoyed. 

Featured inthe “Dragon- 
Tamers Hall of Fame” are 
photos ofJim Wiegand, owner 
of the Bassn’Box in 
Lonaconing, Fred Faidley of 
Cresaptown, Jeff Sweitzer of 
Mtn. Lake Park, and many 


other local fishermen. 

Specific sections of the 
book are devoted tocatching 
the most popular game fish 
found at Deep Creek, includ- 
ing trout, walleye, large- 
mouth and smallmouth bass. 
Fly andice fishing also have 
separate sections. 

Mr. Doolan, a 27-year 
veteran with the DNR, says 
Deep Creek offers the best 
fishing of any lake he’s vis- 
ited, including some of the 
more remote regions in 
Canada. “We catch more 
quality and quantity (at Deep 
Creek) than anywhere we've 
been,” he says He attributes 
part of that fact tothe efforts 
of state fisheries personnel 
and private groups such as 
B.A.S.S. formaintaining and 
improving the habitat and 
managing the fish popula- 
tion. 

He generally fishes about 
once a week, but often he 
does not take hisequipment 
Instead, he visits a lake and 
studies it, measuring its 
depths, mapping reefs and 
otherwise assessing its fish - 
ing potential. Hewrites down 
everything, and then plans 
his attack. This is the same 
methodology he’s used on 
Deep Creek for nearly four 
decades. 

He has made a life-long 
study of various fish and their 
habits, as well. But he says, 
“each one is an individual. 
You have to serve up a vari- 
ety of lures until you find one 
that the fish likes.” 

As part of his job, Officer 
Doolan presents approx- 
mately 30fishing programsa 
year to various school and 
civic groups throughout the 
region, and says he uses the 
sport toescape the pressures 
of work “When I'm fishing, 
that’s the one place where | 
don’ttake my job along.” It’s 
for that same reason that he 
doesn't participate in fishing 
tournaments. “It’stoomuch 
like work,” he says. “When | 
attack a lake, I'm not work- 
ing hard, I'm recreating 
hard.” 

His advice for fishing 
Deep Creek? 

“It’sahigh mountain lake 

that you almost have to fish 
hike one of the northern lakes. 
You have to know the water 
temperature, the oxygen con- 
tent in the summer and so 
forth. But every lake is simi- 
lar because each fish will 
migrate toward what biologi- 
cally suits them. So, you1l 
find that smallmouth are rock 
orienged. Anytime you finda 
rock structure or any sort of 
structure on the bottom, 
you1l find smallmouth. They 
like couler water, too, so youl 
find them in the northern 
sections of Deep Creek 
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“Largemouth are more 
mud and grass oriented, and 
they prefer the warmer wa- 
ters that youl find in the 
shallower southern part of 
the lake 

“It helps to have a good 
Memory, too, so you can re- 
member what you did right 
when youcaughta fish. I've 
seen people dv something 
during a cast that caught 
them a fish, but they didnt 
notice what they did. It’sthat 
moment that you must re- 
member 

“Deep Creek 18 such a 
great fisheries that anyone, 
whether you fish one day a 
yearorevery day of the year, 
stands areal good chance of 
catching fish.”

Ryscavage addressed the 
recent grievances expressed 
by several citizens concern- 
ing the behavior and deci- 
stons of Michael Sines, direc- 
tor of transportation. Several 
persons in the community 
have expressed irritation and 
frustration about Sines, 
citing several controversial 
bus stop decisions as well as 
numerous personal disputes 
with him. Richard Thomas, 
Eriendsville, presented a 
petition to the board recently 


that bore numerous signa- 
tures. The petition asked for

"I believe this to be an 
unusual item for our agenda 
as it is truly a personnel 
matter, a topic usually han- 
dled in executive session,” 
Ryscavage said. “In my judg- 
ment, the matter would have 
been handled much more 
reasonably if Mr. Thomas 
had talked it out with me 
personally. 

“My view is that the use 
of a petition was a misdirect- 
ed method, but since the 
petition was directed to me, 
] feel it appropriate to re- 
spond.” 

Ryscavage said that the 
petition asks for the removal 
of Sines “in the interest of 
the students.” He said the 
sentiment to remove him 1s 
evident, but that the petition 
falls short of providing spe- 
eific reasons for firing him 
The superintendent ex- 
plained that since he re- 
ceived the petition, he has 
visited every bus stop site m 
question, and most every 
stop, in his opinion, has been 
decided upon responsibly. 

“I feel we have made the 
best decisions at these sites,” 
he said 

He went on to say that 
the human relation skills of 
Sines are what has been 
brought into question, more 
than his technical! skills 

“In light of the highly- 
charged emotions surround- 
ing bus stops, there is just 
no way I can truly assess 
who 15 at fault in these situ- 
ations. 1 can only note this 
as a problem, but I cannot 
discharge an employee on 
this basis,” he concluded 

The one verbal response 
to the superintendent's 
statements was made by 
Hannah Sincell, candidate 
for the school board, who 
said she felt Ryscavage had 
“missed the point.” 

"I feel you have totally 
overlooked the real problem 
here, Dr. Ryscavage. Mr. 
Sines simply cannot continue 
to treat people the way he 
apparently does. I really 
believe that you would not 
have nearly the bus stop 
complaints if people felt they 
were being treated properly 
1n the first place,” she stated.

Food Advisory 

Recommendations 

Ann Sherrard of the Gar- 
rett Coimty Health Depart- 
ment spoke to the board on 
behalf of the Food Advisory 
Committee. She reported the 
committee's findings and 
recommendations for the 
1992-93 school year 

A-la-carte sales was an 
issite discussed by the com- 
mittee, and the members 
compiled a list of new items 
that could be offered next 
year. The idea behind the 
choices, Mrs. Sherrard ex- 
plained, was to offer more 
nutritious items that the 
students like and will buy. 
Currently several of the a-la- 
carte items are high in fat 
and low in nutrition, but are 
kept because they sell well 
The items are needed to 
keep the food service pro- 
gram viable, according to 
Richard Buckingham, food 
service director 

The items suggeste| by 
the committee include low 
fat pudding cups, string 
cheese, soft bread sticks with 
pizza sauce, popcorn, cereal 
trail mix, oatmeal cookies, 
low fat frozen yogurt, stuffed 
baked potatoes, vegetables 
with dip, fresh fruit, and 
other items 

The committee recom- 
mends that pricing be done 
as always to allow for a 
reasonable profit, and sug- 
gests that the revenues for 
the months of September 
and October 1902 be com- 
pared to the first two school 
months of 1991. 

Buckingham was hesitant 
about the recommendation 
because of a potential loss of 
money in the endeavor. 

‘Philosophically, I think 
the suggested list is great 
But if the board decides to 
wipe out the items we sell 
now and replace them with 
these foods, there could be a 
real price tag attached,” he 
said. Buckingham explained 
that various types of “chips” 
are some of the biggest sell- 
era, as is ice cream. He said 
he did not believe that stu- 
dents will buy the nutrition- 
al offerings, even if they are 
the onlv items offered a-la- 



































carte 

"I may be wrong, but my 
experience tells me that if 
we adopt this recommetxla- 
tion, we will suffer in dollars 
and cents. It’s not that I'm 
against nutritional foods - 
not at all. I just know what 
people want. All you have to 
do is look at the stores - 
aisles and aisles of chips and 
candy. It’s what people 
want,” he said 

Board member Mikal 
Moomau expressed her con- 
cern about the current offer- 
ings. She noted that Mary- 
land has the highest inci- 
dence of cancer in the coun- 
try, and that Garrett County 
ranks high in cancer within 
the state. 

"We try to teach the stu- 
dents about the dangers of 
fat and cholesterol in health 
classes, but then we serve 
them food like chips and ice 
cream at lunch I think it’s 
important to try to stop 
sending these mixed messag- 
es and to try to offer the 
students more nutritional 
foods,” Mrs. Moomau said. 

Buckingham said he 
would agree to offer the 
suggested list if the board 
accepted] it, but stated that 
“*when the money runs out, 
the bill will fall back on the 
board.” 

The committee also 
recommended the prepara- 
tion of a six-week cycle 
menu with two versions, one 
for elementary and one for 
middle and high schools. 
Mrs. Sherrard explained that

an ethics commission. (Ac- 
cording to reports, the coun- 
ty currently has an ethics 
commission but charter 
members reported that it is 
non-operational and said 
they were unclear about who 
its members are.) 

Any changes in the orga- 
nizational structure would 
have to be approved by the

voters. 

The third major change, 
according to Hinebaugh, 
would be that the charter 
“establishes a discipline in 
the financial maneuvering of 
our county and accountabili- 
ty in our budget.” 

The budget will represent 
the complete financial plan 
of the county and will con- 
sist of three parts: operating 
and expenses, capitol pro- 
jects and program budget; 
and a budget statement. 

“We've examined the 
budget and finance process 
of other counties in Mary- 
land and we found an urgent 
need to change the way our 
county does business,” stated 
Hinebaugh. He noted that 
eight other counties in the 
state are currently governed 
by charter home rule. 

Hinebaugh has stated 
that the present county 
government “has no struc- 
ture” and that he was unable 
to obtain an organizational 
chart from the county com- 
missioners’ office. He also 
stated that there is no ac- 
countability regarding the 
releasing of expenditure data 
within the commissioners’ 
office, noting that the char- 
ter board had even filed for 
information via the "Free- 
dom of Information Act” but 
that the data requested by 
the board was still not re- 
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lhased 

Garrett County Adminis- 
trator Robert Fousek and 
Garrett County Commismon- 
er Elwood (:roves, however, 
stated that information was 
released to the group. “As far 
as I know, al] reaaonable 
requests were honored,” said 
Groves, who noted that one 
“voluminous” request was 
ruled by the county’s attor- 
ney to be "not specific 
enough” and “not reason- 
able “ 

Fousek agreed with that 
assessment, explaining that 
some of the information 
requested "was not in the 
format they wanted it in 
and, according to our legal 
counsel, we are not obligated 
to create records in order to 
provide information to the 
public.” 


Fousek also stated that 
board members complained 
they couldn’t read his audit 
information because of the 
format. “The format for 
recording audit information 
is not mine,” he said, “it’s 
the state’s - if you’re not an 
accountant, it would be hard 
to read the information.” 

According to Hinebaugh, 
the charter also provides for 
a transitional period wherein

The council members's 
salaries would be set at 
$15,000 each per year, and 
the county administrator's 
salary would be determined 
by the council 

When Hinebaugh was 
questioned about whether 
the charter form of govern: 
ment would be more expen- 
sive than the present form, 
he answered that initial 
costs would be "infinitesimal" 
but that a savings would be 
realized in the long run 
because county government 
would become “more effi- 
cient” 

Board members stated 
that the major advantages of 
adopting the charter form of 
government are that county 
residents would have more 
of an opportunity to have a 
voice in the workings of the 
county, county government 
officials would be more ac- 
countable to the public, and 
there would be a wider rep- 
resentation with five council 
members 

The charter board has 
presented information about 
the charter form of govern- 
ment to various civic and 
town groups throughout the 
past several months in an 
effort to educate the public 
and to answer questions amd 
concerns.

Higher Income 
Residents To Pay 
Higher Tax Rate 


If you’re single and ex- 
pect to have income over 
$100,000 this year, be sure to 
check the Maryland taxable 
income reported on line 59 of 
your 1991 state income tax 
return before you store it 
away, the Maryland State 
Comptroller's Office advises. 

Under anew lawenacted 
by the General Assembly and 
signed by Governor Schaefer 
on April 10, 1992, individu- 
als with Maryland taxable 
incomes over $100,000 - or 
over $150,000 if filing jointly, 
or as qualified widow(er) or 
head of household - are sub- 
ject to a new 6% tax rate, 
based on the amount of tax- 
able income that exceeds 
those income levels. 

























Approximately 27 ,000tax- 
payers will be affected by the 
new law 

New legislation also al- 
lows local governments to 
increase the local “piggyback” 
income tax rate from 50% to 
a maximum of 60% of the 
state tax due, in two or five 
percent increments. This 
could affect an individual's 
1992 taxes. Local govern- 
ments are expected to final- 
ize their budgetsin May, in- 
cluding any rate mcreases. 

However, the law stipu- 
lates that the local income 
tax rate will be capped at 
50% for income affected by 
the new 6% state income tax 
bracket. 

The new 6% tax bracket 
18 retroactive to January 1, 
1992. High income taxpay- 
ers should adjust their with- 
holding now since the new 
withholding tables will not

McDermott was impressed by the physical improvements made at the plant since his last visit in 
November, 1990. These include millions of dollars in new equipment, engineering innovations, and a relayout of 
the production floor which allows the entire lens production process to take place in work cells (called “dedicated 
lines”) 

These tmprovements expanded the production capacity by 300,000 lenses per week, reduced the 
manufacturing cycle from sixteen to eight days, and brought quality to record level yields 

McDermott noted other improvements made in such areas as Plastic Frames, Vacuum Coating, and Glass 
Polarized Lenses 

Following the tour, McDermott and company were provided with a review of the business for 1991

employees through various training programs, including supervisory training and operator certification. Five 
hundred and forty-three employees participated on eighty-four quality improvement teams during the year Equally 
impressive was the amount of involvement of the plant and its employees in supporting the local community. 

Oakland plant manager Butch Sumpter described the plant’s vision. This vision ts comprised of four 
factors: a dedication to continuous improvement, enhanced employce involvement, support for technical advances, 
and a commitment to meeting customer expectations through supporting price/value with quality 

McDermott, Palmisano, and the other guests commended these accomplishments, and expressed the 
optimism they had for the plant's meeting future challenges. McDermott closed the review by expressing his 
"... sincere appreciation for the significant contribution that the Oakland facility has had on the overall success 
of Rausch & Lomb over the years." 

Following the visit, Butch Sumpter thanked the employees who worked many long and hard hours to make 
the president’s visit such a success. Sumpter commented, “T have nes er been more proud ofa team or more couvinced 
that the Oakland facility truly does have ‘the world’s finest people."”

350,000th Bay 
License Plate 
Sold By MVA 


Governor Willian Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
350,000 Chesapeake Bay h- 
cense plates have been sold, 
raising $3.5 million for the 
Chesapeake Bay Trust and 
environmental cleanup 
projects statewide.

During the banquet, Leit- 
zel showed slides of the 
Southern students’ trip to 
Vannes and gift bags full of 
treasures and gift certificates 
from local businesses and 
agencies were presented to 
the French students. 

WHAT THEY SAY 

An informal interview 
with the French students 
last week proved to be inter- 
esting and entertaining. The 
students began their answers 
in English, but were soon 
overcome with enthusiasm 
and their native language 
began to flow. 

When asked what he 
especially wanted to see in 
America, Gael excitedly 
replied, “I wart to see a 
Harley-Davidson. Of course, 
I also want to learn more 
about American customs ~ 
school life and family life 
that is different from 
France.” 

Tiphaine added, “I, too, 
wanted to see a new way of 
life - to experience my first 
plane flight. It was a good 
experience.” 

The students touched on 
the excesses of Americans as 
well as the benefits when 
questioned about their first 
impressions of this country. 

Gael (the Harley-David- 
son guy) couldn’t get over 
the large cars. 

Franck was surprised that 
the "houses are always open 
(unlocked'" He noted that 
the houses in France are 
always locked. 

Tiphaine thought it was 
“too warm” in the houses 
and in the school as they are 
used to conserving energy 
and keeping warm with 
layers of clothing rather 
than relying on thermostats. 

Speaking of the differenc- 
es of the schools, Armelle 
noted, “Pupils here do not 
take notes all the time. We 
must write down everything. 
The class sizes are different, 
also. Ours are much larger.” 

Franck added, “The stu- 
dents here seem to be more 
friendly with teachers.” 

“Yes,” said Sophie, "and 
school is much easier and 
more relaxed.” 

Franck and Armelle also 
talked about the differing 
dress codes. They said Amer- 
icans wore more vibrant 
colors. They like the colors 
but they think some of the 
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combinations are strange or 

“out of place.” 

American food brought 
various comments. Some 
said they liked all of it. Oth- 
ers thought it wan too high 
in fat. A few laughed at 
bread wrapped in plastic. 
Some enjoyed the snacking; 
others couldn't get used to 
it. One young lady was 
amazed at the speed at 
which Americans eat. “Amer- 
ans take about 20 minutes 
to eat. We spend at least 45 
minutes at the table eating 
one course at a time,” she 
said. 

The students also joked 
about how Americans swal- 
low the ends of their words 
and how our television pro- 
gramming is riddled with 
commercials. In France, 
commercials are placed at 
the end of each program. 

While in America, the 
students toured Washington, 
DC., took in a Pittsburgh 

Pirates ball game, and were 
treated to a swimming party 
at Alpine Lake. Many of 
them also took trips with 
their host families over the 
Easter holiday. 

Madame Busson is no 
stranger to America. Before 
her three exchanges with 
Leitzel, she had three ex- 
changes in West Virginia 
and one in Michigan. 

Her reasons for the ex- 
changes are to emerge the 
students in another way of 
life and for practical applica- 
tion of a second language for 
the students. 

Busson enjoys the com- 
munity life and country 
living. "The people are quite 
nice here, especially my 
hostess, Charlotte Bock.” 

She feels the school’s 
standards are fairly equal to 
hers and says her students 
are happy with their host 
families. Easter with Char- 
lotte Bock and company was 
a fun experience for her. 
Busson prepared Alsatian 
Backeoffe which takes five 
hours in the oven. 

The French students will 
depart for France on April 
25 taking with them a per- 
sonal view of American life. 

WHAT WE SAY 

The American exchange 
students were hosted by 
families in and around 
Vannes, France, a port city 
of about 50,000 people locat- 
ed on the Gulf of Morbihan 
on the southern coast of 
Brittany. 

During their stay in 
France, the American ex- 
change students spent the 
first week in classes catching 
up on their American cours- 
es. They were also instructed 
to keep a journal for Leitzel. 
The second week was spent 
sightseeing places like Yves 
Rocher, the famous cosme- 
tics plant in La Gacilly; 
Rochefort-en- Terre; Mont St. 
Michel; St. Malo; and Dinan. 
The host families also took 
students to various places 
such as Carnac. The last 
three days were spent in 
Paris including dinner at the 
Eiffel Tower, visits to the 
Louvre Museum and Ver-

A BUTTERFLY 
NAMED "HOPE" 
| April 26, 1982 
Background Scripture: 

1 Peter 1:1-25 
Devotionel Reading 

Paeims 23:1-6 

Do you remember the story 
of Pandore's box? 

Pandora, eccording to leg- 
end, waa the bride aent by Zaus 
to Epimetheus. The young 
couple lived happily until one 
day Mercury brought Pandora 
a golden caaket, telling her she 
should snjoy the beauty of ite 
exterior, but never open it. In 
time Pandore was overcome by 
her curiosity and she opened 
the box, just a little. Out of the 
box surged a swarm of nasty 
insecta thet bit and atung. 
Pandora quickly alammed the 
box ahut, but it wea too lete: the 
ineecte hed escaped. Everyone 
in the vicinity auffered the at- 
tecka of theee inaecta, includ- 
ing Epimetheus andhis friends. 
The poison of their etings was 
suspicion, hatred, fear end 
malice. Epimetheus bitterly 
chided his bride end Pandora 
wept inconaolably. Asthey quar- 
teled, however, they heard a 
sweet voice calling from within 
the caaket: “Let me out. Let me 
acothe your pain.” Fearfully, 
the two young lovers opened 
the box end out flew e radiant 
butterfly. As it lighted on their 
wounds, it relieved their pains. 
Pandora and Epimetheua once 
again began toplana happy life 
together -- for the butterfly’s 
name was Hope. 

FRUITLESS? 

There is really nothing thet 
soothea the aches and pains of 
life like hope. The problem is 
thet much of that in which we 
hope is not substantiel or 
longieating. Very often wehope 
in the wrong things or even the 
wrong peraons. If we havebeen 
disappointed in our hoping, we 
are likely to become cynical or 


untrusting. Misplaced hopecan 
destroy ua because it deatroya 
ourcapucity forfeith. Ifthereis 
any ree! basis for hope, or is ali 
hope fruitless? 

1 Peter says: "By his great 
mercy we have been born anew 
to a living hope through the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead” (1:3). A “living 
hope,” what is that? One com 
mentator, Archibald M. Hunter, 
says that just “as ‘living waters, 
are those that flow from a pe 
renniel spring. ae @ living hope 
is one which notrials and tribu- 
lations can ever quench." In 
other words, this “living hope" 
has a source that does not ex 
pire, play out or become de- 
pleted. It cannot let us down, 
for it ia based upon the same 
power that cracked open the 
tomb and raised up Jesus from 
the tomb. 

In his book, The Kingdom 
of God, John Bright seys that 
*Jeremiah could never believe 
that the national ruin was the 
end. True, he could see nocause 
to hope; but he never lost hope, 
because henever loatGod." Tht 
is why our hope is @ “living 
hope": as long as we do not lose 
God, we do not lose hope, for 
God is our hope. And the resur- 
rection of Jesus assures us that 
we will not loae God even as we 
experience death. Easter 
means, notjust that Jesus made 
it through death, but that we 
will, too. If death cannot defeat 
us -- because it cannot defeat 
God -- then our hope is secure 

A LITTLE WHILE 

Just to make sure we get the 
enduring message, the writer 
of Peter follows up his assur- 
ance of a “living hope" with a 
promiseof"an inheritance that 
is imperishable, undefiled, and 
unfading...” (1:4). All of this 
must be seen in the context 
from which 1 Peter is written. 
The people receiving it are un- 
dergoing persecution and so the 
writer says, “though now for a 
little while you may have to 
suffer varioustrials, sothat the 
genuineness of your faith... ia 
teated by fire...” 

Our hope is set in the midst 
of the everpresent possibility of 
trials and tribulations. The lat- 
ter aretemporary; the former ie 
eternal, for it ia a “living hope.”

This .nay sound like an all- 
too-typical fact-based TV dra- 
ma. But a couple of elements 
pull “Stay the Night” a notch 
above the average 

For one thing, the story is 
complicated by the role of 
Mike's mother Blanche (Jane 
Alexander). After her son was 
tried and found guilty, she be- 
friended Jimmie Sue and even- 
tually gathered the evidence 
that sent Jimmie Sue to prison 
Second, Barbara Hershey and 
Jane Alexander both deliver 
stellar performances in the 
key roles 

After befriending Jimmie 
Sue, Blanche found herself 
falling under Jimmie Sue's 
spell. much as her son had 

“Because Jimmie Sue was 
quite a needful character 
childlike in a way - it fit in 
perfectly with who Blanche 





was,” says Alexander. “She 
wasn't just playing spy there. I 
think that was probably her 
subliminal agenda all tne 
time, but I'm not sure how con- 
scious that was I think 
Blanche herself is still a little 
uncomfortable with the fact 
that Jimmie Sue is behind bars 
for life.” 

Jimmie Sue fed the impres- 
sionable young man tales - 
which may or may not have 
been true - of her husband's 
abuses. “I think that she want- 
ed Terry (the husband) dead, 
{for reasons) not the least of 
which was the insurance mon- 
ey,” says Alexander 

Still, how could a well- 
brought-up boy be manipulat- 
ed into committing murder? 

“I believe it could happen to 
anybody.” says Alexander. “I 
think that’s what the strength 
of the story is about.” 

Since Alexander has an un- 
usually wide range, we 
couldn't help wondering if she 
might have preferred to be 
cast as the more flamboyant 
Jimmie Sue 

‘Me?” she laughs. “No. 
When I came into the project 
Barbara was already in it, so 
there was no question. Jimmie 
Sue was a small, small blonde 
Just physically, I was never 
right 

Still, doesn't she sometimes 
wish she were cast in more 
flamboyant movie roles? 

“Well, yeah, it would be fun,” 
she says. “Of course, I've done 
things like the movie ‘Square 
Dance’ and Hedda Hopper (in 
the TV movie ‘Malice in Won- 
derland ). But this didn't call 
for that. Any flamboyance had 
to do with who Jimmie Sue 
was. Blanche was the slow and 
Steady one who finally 
achieved her aim.”

e “Miss Rose White” (NBC, 
April 26) also boasts a wonder- 
ful cast of film regulars in a 
drama centered around an 
ambitious retailer, Rose (Kyra 
Sedgwick), in 1947 New York 
City. Rose has little difficulty 
assimilating into her white- 
bread department-store world 
until her sister (Amanda 
Plummer), a refugee from a 
concentration camp. arrives 
in America and moves in with 
Rose. The contrast between 
this malnourished, sad Holo- 
caust survivor and her chirpy- 
sweet sister makes for a gulf 
that separates them while 
their biology and the shared 
loss of their mother unites 
them. The actresses also hap- 
pen to bear a resemblance to 
ach other, heightening the ef- 
fect of their fine perfor- 
mances, which are further en- 
hanced by their masterful 
command of dialect - Sedg- 
wick maintains a credible

e “Mortal Thoughts” (HBO.

Most new head writers 
cleaning house (i.e., fire ac- 
tors) and create anew group of 
characters “GL” 's team did 
the opposite. “When we came 
In, we were about to lose four 
to siz characters (played ty 
actors who were leaving of 
their own volition),” explains 
Reilly. “So we re-created the 
relationships with the charac- 
ters who were left” 

Moved into the spotlight 
were great characters who 
had been on the back burner 
for years, like Vanessa Lewis 
(played by Maeve Kinkead) 
and Alexandra Spaulding 
(played by Beverlee McKin- 
sey). They took center stage in 


February, when the show had 


an amazing three front-burner 
stories pean concurrently. 


“GL” 's writers say they es- 
chew any kind of timed special 
events like the February week 
in which “One Life to Live” 
generated tremendous hype 
around the story-line death of 
Megan Gordon (played by Jes- 
sica Tuck). “We don't think 
stunts last.” says Reilly. “We 
think people will tune in for 
the stunts, and when the stunts 
are over they'll tune out.

(on the) back burner for a 
while. But what did Roger find 
tight after that? Alexandra 
sitting in his living room, of- 
fering him money to split up 
Nick and Mindy (played by 
Vincent Irizarry and Kimber- 
ly Simms)!” 

Moat of all, the writers en- 
joy their jobs. “We're lucky we 
are being paid to dream,” Reil- 
ly says. “We put it on the paper 
and give it to a great group of 
actors and producers who. 
with a lot of money, turn the 
dreams into reality. We look at 
our TV screens six weeks later 
and say, “Wow. this is how J 
dreamt it!” *

The Mayor and Town Council of Oakland, Maryland 
proposes to increase property taxes. 
1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 1992, the 
estimated assessable base will increase by 4.6%, from 
$29,400,621 to $30,757,676. 
2. If Oakland maintains the current tax rate of $1.20 
per $100 of assessment, property tax revenues will in- 
crease by 4.6%, resulting in $16,285 of new property tax 


3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing 
assessments, the property tax rate should be reduced to 
$1.15, the constant yield tax rate. 

4. The Town is considering not reducing its property 
tax rate enough to offset increasing assessments. The 
Town proposes to adopt a tax rate of $1.20 per $100 of 
assessment. This tax rate is 4.3% higher than the constant 
yield tax rate and will generate $16,285 in additional prop- 
erty tax revenues.

In our own country, the 
decision to set aside a week 
each year to acknowledge 
before God our gratitude for 
Hs gifts of soil and all the 
bountiful resources associ- 
ated with it has met an evi- 
dent need of a great many 
people. 

The week -- now known 
as Soil and Water Steward- 
ship Week -- has become a 
special time to remind all 
people that these gifts of 
the Creator warrant their 
best in creative conserva- 

and considerate man- 
agement. 

In 1946, the publishers 
of Farm and Ranch maga- 
zine took an initiative. They 
suggested to religious lead- 
ers in a number of southern 
states that one Sunday be 
set aside each year as atime 
for a special reminder of the 
men and women of their 
congregations abvut the 
ethical obligations of all 
people to serve as respon- 
sible stewards of the land 

The response of clergy- 
men and laymen was so 
warm and widespread that 
observance of Soil Steward- 
ship Sunday spread steadily 

to additional churches and 
additional states. In 1954, 
the publishers of the maga- 
zine (circulated primarily in 
the South) suggested to the 
officers of the National As- 
sociation of Conservation 
Districts (NACD) thata still 
wider observance of Soil 
Stewardship Sunday could 
aid significantly in bring- 
ing about a national awak- 
ening and recognition of 
man’s duties as stewards of 
the Lord's earth 

Tohelp achieve this goal, 
the publishers offered to 
transfer their limited spon- 
sorship of Soil Stewardship 
Sunday to the Association, 
which represents some 
3,000 local conservation dis- 
trict organizations in all the 
states and territones of the 
nation The NACD accepted 
and, beginning in 1955, 
under-took to foster the ob- 
servance on a nationwide 
basis. 

In its stewardship ef- 
forts, the association is 
guided by a Soil and Water 
Stewardship Committee, 
which includes clergymen 
advisors representing a 
number of the nation’s ma- 
jor religious denominations. 
Many other church leaders 
have provided notable as- 
sistance. Officers and mem- 
bers of the NACD Auxiliary 
have been particularly help- 
ful, as have members of sev- 
eral cooperating farm and 
conservation organizations. 

The Soil and Water 
Stewardship Week obser- 
vance, by its very nature, is 
one to be joined in by every- 
one who shares a sense of 
personal responsibility un- 
der God for the care of soil, 
water and the other vital 
elements making up our 
environment The prime 
concern of conservation dis- 
tricts, along with thousands 
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of involved clergymen and 
laymen, is to encourage an 
ever-growing participation 
by Americans in this an- 
nual recognition of the cun- 
tinuing importance of 
thoughtful stewardship.

Export Seminar 
is A Success: 
Second One Set 


Officials from 25 Mary- 
land companiesattended an 
“Export How To” seminar 
sponsored by the Maryland 
Department of Agnculture’s 
(MDA) International Mar- 
keting Services(IMS) group 
on April 1 designed to help 
them cash in on expanding 
foreign markets for food 
products. 

The seminar was so well 
received by those attend- 
ing, a second one ia being 
planned for early June to 
accommodate companies 
which couldn't attend the 
first one. 

One attendee stated af- 
terwards, “I came thinking 
I'd just get an overview of 
how other people get into 
exporting. But now | am 
convinced my family’s busi- 
ness products can be sold 
overseas.” 

MDA’s IMS specialists 
gave presentations on what 
forms of trade show and 
marketing plan assistance 
are now open to Maryland 
food producers through fed- 
eral and state government, 
how foreign trade shows 
work and the services of- 
fered by MDA. 

These services, as out- 
lined at the seminar cover 
such key items as documen- 
tation, developing trade 
leads, finding buyers, pay- 
ments, compliance with for- 
eign countries’ regulations, 
and finding freight forward- 
ersand shippingcompanies. 

Also, explained in detail 
was the U.S. government 
“MPP” assistance (“Market- 
ing Promotion Program”) 
which provides dollar for 
dollar matching grants to 
selected businesses for ex- 
port market development. 


In the area of foreign 
trade shows, reports were 
given on the successful ef- 
forts of about a dozen Mary- 
land food exporters at re- 
cent trade shows held in 
Cologne, Germany; Bare- 


elona, Spain; Mexico and 
Puerto Rico. Several of the 
Maryland companies at- 
tending the Barcelona show 
last month made sales their 
first time out for such prod- 
ucts as vegetarian chili and 
Maryland maple syrup 
However, the biggest 
attention getter at the semi- 
nar were presentations by 
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three successful Maryland 
exports; Scott Garfield of 
Lee’s Ice Cream Company, 
Kathi Carpenter of Inter- 
national Marketing Consor- 
tium, and David Harper of 
Maryland Gourmet Foods. 
They told of their successes 
and how they have used the 
state and federal interna- 
tional marketing specialists 
and programs to their ad- 
vantage. 


MDA’s IMS office is now 
working on a regular basis 
with about 120 companies 
to assist them with their 
export sales. A number of 
these companies recently 
formed their own organiza- 
tions; the Maryland Food 
Exporters Association 
(MFEA) to pool their re- 
sources at export market- 
ing.

On Need For 


Aid To Former Soviet Republics 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L 
Walker testified before the 
U.S. House Government 
Operations Sub-Committee 
April 7, calling for a com- 
prehensive package of ini- 
tiatives that will provide 
much needed assistance to 
the people of Russia, 
Ukraine and other emerg- 
ing democracies 

Walker characterized 
the present situation in 
Russia and the other repub- 
lics as an extraordinary 
chance to build a more uni- 
versal peace in the world 
community 

“Never before inthis cen- 
tury has our government 
had ar cpportunity -- with- 
out recourse to war -- not 
only to help shape in such a 
dramatic and positive way 
the destiny of Russia and 
the emerging democracies 
of the former Soviet Union, 
but also at the same time to 
build a strung foundation 
fur our future economic 
growth in a region with 
market opportunities as 
vast as the Russian land- 
scape,” Walker said. 

In histestimony, Walker 
recommended increased 
food aid and additional food 
credits for processed food 
products that can move 
quickly onto dinner tables 
He also urged the opening 
of agricultural trade offices 
in Moscow and Kiev to pro- 
mote U.S. agricultural food 
interests. He called on the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture to aggressively pro- 
mote value-added product 
sales in the region 

“We must respond with 
the same zeal and commit- 
ment that characterized our 
military response when we 
faced off the Soviet imlitary 
machine. Helping Russia 
and the other newly inde- 
pendent nations of that re- 
fion 1s in our economic in- 
terest, our strategic inter- 
est and our national inter- 
est,” said Walker 

During the past three 
years, Walker has been a 
leader in helping Maryland 
establish agricultural 
agreements in the former 
Soviet Union. Under these 
agreements, more than 100 
farmers, students, special- 
ists, veterinarians, aquacul- 
turalists, professors, enter- 
prise managers and others 
have visited Maryland to 


learn about U.S. agricul- 
ture 
Currently, Walker 


chairs a Maryland state 
business advisory group 
that is discussing ways to 
take advantage of these ex-

Livestock Groups Discuss 
Value-based Marketing Issue FAMILY VEAL FARMING: 


Representatives of five 
livestock industry organi- 
zations met last week in 
Chicago to exchange infor- 
mation concerning the 
growing importance of 
value-based marketing to 
beef, lamb and pork produc- 
ers. The groups also identi- 
fied common objectives on 
which to focus their joint 
efforts. 

Dr. Gary Smith, Colo- 
rado State University, pre- 
sented a number of value- 
based marketing challenges 
toencourage the production 
of a quality product. 

Smith stressed that com- 
mon concerns for the beef, 
lamb and pork industries 
are to assure product safety 
and to promote good health. 
Consistency and competi- 
tiveness should be high- 
lighted, emphasizing an at- 
tack on waste within the 
production and marketing 
system, enhancement of 
product taste, improved 
management up and down 
the marketing channel and 
controlling the market 
weight of animals. 

The industry needs to 
stress a promotional “pull- 
type” strategy, which starts 
from the consumer, moving 
to retailer, wholesaler, 
packer, feeder and pro- 
ducer, instead of a “push” 
approach moving from pro- 
ducer to consumer, Smith 
said. 

He reported that a 1991 
national beef quality audit 
showed that beef producers 
were losing an average of 
$280 per head on every fed 
steer and heifer marketed 
due to excess fat production 
and product inconsistencies. 












He said the swine industry 


1s planning a similar audit 
and suggested one is also 
needed for sheep. 

Kenneth Johnson, rep- 
resenting the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board, re- 
ported that the computer- 
assisted retail decision sup- 
port (CARDS) system 1s be- 
ing well-received. Johnson 
said the program is designed 
to help retailers decide the 
most cost-effective way to 
secure leaner beef by show- 
ing the price and value rela- 
tionships of different beef 
cuts. CARDS shows retail- 
ers what they can pay for 
closely trimmed boxed beef, 
yet still maintain profit 
margins, due to reduced la- 
bor costs and improved 
yields, he said. 

Organizations repre- 
sented, including the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, which arranged the 
meeting, were the Ameri- 
can Sheep Industry Asso- 
ciation, National Cattle- 
men’s Association, National 
Pork Producers Council, 
and the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. Represen- 
tatives of USDA’s Agricul- 
tural Marketing Service and 
Packers and Stockyards 
Administration also partici- 
pated in the meeting. Each 
Participant reported on 
value-based marketing ac- 

tivities and interests. 

The organizations will 
hold periodic meetings on 
value-based marketing. The 
next session will be hosted 
by the National Pork Pro- 
ducers Council.

Farmers Care: 
Ecology And Product Safety. 


There is a heightened awareness about environmental 
care and concerns that affect our planet. People are talking 
about neglect and mismanagement of our precious and 
limited resources. This is al] good, but it now seems that 
everyone wants to jump on the bandwagon and talk about 
what they feel should be done about the situation. To the 
responsible farmer ecology is nothing new, it is an important 
part of everyday life. 

Caring for our planet has never been a fad with the 
farming community. Concern for the environment has al- 
ways been a part of farm life Ecology and the fanning 
lifestyle have been co-dependent upon each other for so long 
that farming is, almost by definition, the management of 
natural resources. To the farmer, sound ecological practices 
just make good sense. Even in this world of high-tech 
farming, proper management and respect for the land is 
vital to the prosperity of the farm.

Developed in cooperation with veteri- 
nary scientists, these continuing education programs are 
used as a guide and information source for proper manage- 
ment techniques. Participating in regional seminars, to 
keep up to date on the latest information on product quality, 
safety and health, veal farmers maintain high standards in 
raising their animals and take great pnde in producing a 
high quality meat product. The veal you buy at the local 
grocery store is a safe, wholesome product. When you serve 
a tasty veal dish, you can be assured that your health and 
safety have been thetop pnority in bringing that food to your 
table every step of the way. 

The Food Safety and Inspection Service of the US. 
Department of Agriculture inspects all veal and other meat 
products before they are allowed to go to your grocer or 
restaurant to make sure they are safe and wholesome, as 
well as accurately labeled. Veal is actually inspected twice 
The first inspection takes place when the animal is delivered 
to the processing plant A specially trained and licensed 
inspector visually checks the animal before it is approved for 
processing. The second check involves an examination of the 
meat after processing. At that time, random tissue samples 
are taken and sent to the USDA laboratory for safety 
analysis.

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U.S. Promotes 
Meat Sales To 


Former Soviet States 


USDA Undersecretary 
Richard Crowder recently 
announced that the United 
States is urging the Com- 
monwealth of Independent 
States to consider using 
some of their new credit 
guarantees to buy higher- 
value U.S. meat products. 

Such “friendly” persua- 
sion is welcome news to the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the U.S. Meat 
Export Federation and sev- 
eral livestock industry or- 
ganizations that have been 
promoting the sale of red 
meats to the former Soviet 
republics. 

Voting delegates to 
AFBF's 1992 annual meet- 
ing approved a policy call- 
ing for greater Farm Bu- 
reau emphasis in the pro- 
motion of value-added agri- 
cultural exports. 

In his appeal to the CIS, 
Crowder said it is up to the 
republics to decide what 
commodities they buy on 
credit, but he urged that 
they treat the United States 
fairly by buying as much in 
U.S. value-added products 
as they do from other credit 
suppliers. 

Representatives of 
AFBF and USMEF metear- 
her this yeartodiscuss waya 
tostrengthenthe strong ties 
that exist between the two 
organizations, and to ex- 
plore ways in which more 
state Farm Bureaus can 
become involved in efforts 
toexpand world markets for 
U.S. meats, according to 
AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner. 

The USMEF is a non- 
profit international trade 
organization formed in 1976 
to identify and develop for- 
eign markets for U.S. beef 
and veal, pork, lamb and 
variety meats. 

AFBF and state Farm 
Bureaus in I) ]inois, Indiana, 
lowa and Texas hold full 
memberships in the trade 
development organization. 
The Interstate Producers 
Livestock Association, an 
affiliate of the Illinois, lowa 
and Missouri Farm Bu- 
reaus, also is a member of. 
USMEF. 

The AFBF board of di- 
rectors, at its March meet- 
ing, approved a recommen- 
dation that the USMEF in- 
vite a state Farm Bureau 
president from Farm 
Bureau’s Northeastern Re- 
gion and one from the 
Southern Region to attend 
its spring board meeting in 
Philadelphia, June 10-13. 
A similar process was sug- 

gested to involve the West- 
ern Region in a fall USMEF 
meeting. 

USDA figures show that 
the United States sold more 
than $2.5 billion worth of 
beef, pork, lamb, variety 
meats and other red meat 
in 1990, Kleckner pointed 
out. The Meat Export Fed- 
eration estimated the posi- 
tive impact of those foreign 
sales at $4.76 per cwt. for 
fed cattle, $7.09 cwt. for 
feeder cattle and $10.13 per 
cwt. for calves.

The $2.5 billion in red 
meat and variety meats does 
not include the value of live 
animals, hides, tallow, lard 
andother byproducts, which 
brings the total value oflive- 
stock, red meats and other 
products exported in 1990 
to $6.4 billion. 

The increased sales of 
livestock also has a positive 
effect on grain markets, ac- 
counting for an additional 
101 million bushels of comm 
usage during 1990 worth 
$243 million and 9 million 
bushels of soybeans worth 
$52.4 million. 

The University of Mis- 
souri Economics Depart- 
ment says each 30,000 met- 
ric ton export of U.S. pork 
represents 3.7 million bush- 
els of corn and 600,000 bush- 
els of soybeans. The sales 
also result in 30,639 days of 
labor, excluding transpor- 
tation. Missouri economists 
credit exports with increas- 
ing live hog prices by $1 and 
$1.25 per cwt. 

According the USDA, 
each dollar of value-added 
product sold adds 3.1 to 4.1 
timesasmuch tothe nation's 
economy.

By April 19, producers 
were making rapid progress 
planting cool weatherspnng 
crops. Planting was active. 
Spring field preparation 
was 40 percent complete, 
planting of potatoesreached 
54 percent complete, green 
peas were 66 percent 
planted and spring oat 
planting was 55 percent 
complete. 

An average of 5.8 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
during the week ending 
April 19, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service. Across the 
state, topsoil moisture rated 
53 percent short and 47 per- 
cent adequate. Subsoil mois- 
ture ended the week 32 per- 
cent short and 68 percent 
adequate. 

Emerged stands of smal] 
grains were in mostly good 
condition. Barley was just 
beginning to form heads. 
Pastures averaged only fair, 
with Frederick County and 
west in poor condition. Hay 


supplies were short to ad- 
equate, with prices up with 
strong demand.

How Much Corn Are You 
Going To Plant This Year? 

If you heed what most economists are predicting you 
probably are going to plant more acres of corm this year. It 
seems that the most influential factor for predicting corn 
prices in the future is the weather. Spring.s slow in arriving 
throughout the corn belt and the experts say there is a good 
possibility of drought conditions in the Mid-Atlantic region 

My advice would be to do a lot of ight things to maximize 
your corn yields. Start by making sure your fertility level is 
atoptimum Ittakes one pound of actual nitrogen per bushel 
of corn Yields can be increased by splitting the application 
Make sure the P and K are in balance 

Black Cutworm Alert! 

The black cutworm has not been a countywide problem 
in the past. However, when it does show up in our area. the 
population in corn fields can be tremendous. ] have seen a 
few corn fields complctely destroyed by the cutworm The 
cutworm moth moves into our areca frum the south The 
female moth lays its eggs on green vegetation such as weeds 
or cover crops. The eggs hatch in 10 to 14 days depending un 
the soil temperature. In our area they would normally start 
to feed around the first week in May. 

Cutworm problems are more likely to occur where cover 
crops are utilized, in no-till situations, and when spnng 
rains and poorly drained suvils delay planting. Delays in field 
preparation, herbicide apphcation and planting, increases 
the spring weed growth which favors cutworm develop- 


ment 


I would not recommend a preventive treatment of soil 
insecticide for our area. On the other hand, I would recom- 
mend that you scout suspect fields for the presence of the 
small cutworm. If you find them give me a call fur treatment 


recommendations.

Eastern Tent Caterpillars Are 
Not Gypsy Moth Caterpillars 


Spring in Maryland usu- 
ally is announced by the 
appearance of Eastern tent 
caterpillar nests in trees 
across the state. Whether 
in trees along roadsides or 
mnresidential areas, the tent 
caterpillar, anative of North 
America, is everywhere. 

Wud cherry treesare the 
favorite host, along with 
apple, crabapple plum, 
peach, rose, hawthome, and 
certain shade trees. 

Eastern tent caterpillar 
infestations are often con- 
fused with gypsy moth in- 
festation. Gypsy moth cat- 
erpillars hatch about two 
weeks later, do not produce 
silken webbing along the 
trunks of trees or silken 
tents in the branches of 
trees, and are more com- 
monly found on oak trees 
than are Eastern tent cat- 
erpillars. 

Full grown caterpillars 
of the two species do not 
look alike. Tent caterpillars 
are up to 2% inches long, 
with a solid white stripe 
along the back, and a row of 
pale blue ovid spots along 
each side The body is cov- 
ered by long, fine light 
brown hanrs. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars 
are about the same size, but 
are distinguished by five 
pairs of blue spots, followed 
by six pairs of red spots on 
their backs. No other cater- 
pillar has these distinct 
markings. The caterpillars 
are covered by long black 
hairs and many people suf- 
fer allergic reactions to con- 
tact with the hairs 

Eastern tent caterpillar 
eggs usually start to hatch 
in early to mid-April and 
the young caterpillars, 
which are only about ‘+ inch 
long when they hatch, im- 
mediately begin building 
the characteristic silk tent, 
where tree branches join 
together. Caterpillars leave 
the tent only to feed. and 
continue to enlarge the tent 
as they grow. When fully 
grown, they leave the trees 
to search for hiding places 
to spin cocoons. After two 
weeks in the cocoon, adult 
moths emerge to mate and 
the females lay eggs. The 
egg masses are dark, shiny, 
gray and are layed inaband 
around a small branch 


There 13 only one genera 
tion each year 

If caterpillars are abun- 
dant, they may eat all the 
leaves on atree While this 
may weaken the tree, it sel- 
dum kills it. Defoliated trees 
should be watered and fer- 
tilized, wherever possible. 
Physical removal of the 
tents is a good control prac- 
tice. 

High value ornamental 
plants, or landscape trees 
that have been defoliated 
two or three years, can be 
sprayed with an insecticide 
during the time the cater- 
pillars are active. Once cat- 
erpillarsleave the tree, con- 
trol is much more difficult. 

Because the tent cater- 
pillar is a native North 
American insect, outbreaks 
are usually controlled by 
naturally occurring para- 
sites or predators. In con- 
trast, the gypsy moth is not 
anative insect, it was intro- 
duced to North America 
from Europe, and has few 
natural parasites or preda- 
tors. Gypsy moth caterpil- 
lars defoliate and severely 
weaken oaks and other 
hardwood trees in urban 
residential or rural areas. 


The defolated trees are 
highly susceptible to disease 
or other insect damage 
Trees weakened by two 
years of severe defoliation 
by gypsy moth caterpillars 
usually die. To reduce wide- 
spread tree mortality, the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, in cooperation 
with federal and county 
agencics. conducts a state- 
wide gypsy moth suppres- 
sion program. Each home- 
owner should scrape off and 
destroy egg masses and 
place sticky barrier and 
burlap bands on their trees 
tolimit gypsy moth damage 
tolandscape treesor shrubs

When someone has sore throat, it does not 
necessarily mean that he or she has strep throat (the 
medical termis streptococcal pharyngitis). Symptoms 
ot strep throat infection range trom no symptoms at all 
to fever. red throat, and painful swallowing.

Roads Dept. To 
Absorb All Of 
Funding Cuts 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners announced this 
week that state funding cuts 
to the county, made during 
the final round of budget 
cuts recently, will be totally 
absorbed by the Garrett 
County Roads Department 
and will not affect any other 
county departments or agen- 
cies. 

The commissioners stated 
they were pleased to learn 
that the cuts only amounted 
to $248,000 when they origi- 
nally feared the number 
could be as high as approxi- 
mately $700,000. That origi- 
nal amount would have been 
“devastating,” according to 
Commissioner Elwood 
Groves. 

The county roads depart- 
ment will absorb the total 
amount by virtually elimi- 
nating the usual spring con- 
struction program, said 
Groves, who noted that some 
projects would then be start- 
ed July 1, the beginning of 
the new fiscal year 

Commissioner John Bras- 
key reported that the roads 
department will also cut 
back on materials which, he 
said, has already been hap- 
pening throughout the year. 
“I want to commend the 
management at the roads 
department. They've been 
able to work with less and 
do more.” 

For nearly a vear, Garrett 
County Administrator Rob- 
ert Fousek has filled the 
position of roads department 
administrator and will con- 
tinue to do so until a perma- 
nent replacement is hired. 
He took on the role following 
the resignation of Paul Shoc- 
key 

Braskev stated that only 
routine road maintenance 
will be performed by the 
roads department during the 
spring season 

Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher stated. “I want to 
compliment all the county 
departments’ for accepting 
the budget cuts during the 
past year. “It's been a tough 
year I'm real proud of

Of Westermnport Into Garrett County 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners announced tliis 
week that they have agreed 
to talk to Westernport resi- 
dents about the possibility of 
the town seceding from 
Allegany County in order to 
become part of Garrett 
County 

Commission Chairperson 
Brenda Butscher reported 
that she had received several 
calls from residents of the 
town, located just east of 
Bloomington, inquiring 
about the possibility of be- 
coming part of Garrett 
County, and was informed 
that an additional $400 
million would be added to 
the county’s tax base in that 
event. That figure, however, 
has not been confirmed by 
county officials. 

Butscher explained that 
the main issue of concern 
among some of the residents 
was the way the closing of 
Bruce School was handled. 
She noted, however, that the 
local board of education 
would ultimately have to 
make any decisions about 
the school issue and would 
like the education board to 
work with the commission- 
ers during the talks 

Butscher also pointed out 
that she did not foresee any 
significant increase in terms 
of county services to that 


area since “we already go 
down as far as Bloomington “ 

Commissioners Elwood 
Groves and John Braskey 
both agreed they would 
welcome the negotiations. 
“This 1s a significant develop- 
ment and worth pursuing,” 
stated Groves, adding, “We 
will maintain an open-door 
policy, with all due respect 
to Allegany County officials.” 

He noted that the board 
would have to look at the 
possibility in terms of “bene- 
fit versus liability,” adding 
that Westvaco “represents a 
tremendous tax base.” 

County Administrator 
Robert Fousek explained 
that the inclusion of West- 
ernport woul! mean that the 
entire Westernport election 
district would become part of 
Garrett County. That elec- 
tion district represents a 
tota! of 3,395 residents, 
according to 1990 census 
figures, and includes West- 
vaco. 

Commissioner Braskey 
pointed out that the commis- 
sioners would have to look at 
any potential legal problems 
with the secession. “We're 
willing to talk but are not 
ready to make a commit- 
ment — there are a lot of 
things to work out.” 

A meeting date has not 


yet been scheduled 


Trustees Caution Commissioners 
Against More Cuts To Library 


Members of the Ruth 
Enlow Library Board of 
Trustees met with the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners 
this week in an effort to 
explain the dire financial 
situation at the Ruth Enlow 
Library, and to caution the 
commissioners that any 
additional funding cuts from 
the county would have a 
devastating effect on the 
system, as well as far-reach- 
ing negative implications 
throughout the county. 

According to Diane 
Thayer, board treasurer, the 
library system is currently 
running on an “operating 
deficit, and remains open 
only because the users are 
paying for it” But, she added. 
“those volunteers are just 
about tapped out.” 

Thayer requested the 
commissioners give consider- 
ation to the library’s needs 
before they “become locked 
into figures” as thev finalize 
the Fiscal Year 1993 budget 
for the county. 

Sull McCartney, newly 
appointed member of the 
board of trustees, presented 
the commissioners with 
financial data delineating 
funds received by the library 
from state, county, and other 
sources. According to the 


figures, only 39% of total 
revenue sources come from 
the county, with 35% coming 
from the state and 26% from 
other sources such as dona- 
tions. 

McCartney noted that 
funds for the express pur- 
pose of purchasing books has 
decreased over the past two 
years from $42.449 in 1990 
to $30,408 in 1991. Current- 
ly, the budget is at $24,111. 

The book purchasing 
budget is “the easiest place 
to cut,” stated McCartney, 
who added that “it seems 
kinda silly that’s the first 
discretionary place to cut in 
a library - it’s alarming” 

He noted that all the 
books being purchased at tha 
present time are with gifta 
to the library, adding that 
gift book money may not be 
used for any other purpose. 

Sybilla Sharps. board 
president, told the commis- 
sioners, “Although we're 
pleased with any increases 
you’ve given us, we are at 
the bottom” in terms of the 
average funding received in 
other counties. Sharps ex- 
plained that. per capita, the 
average percentage contrib- 
uted to county library sys- 
tem budgets is twice that of

We're Moving Backward... 


The not guilty verdict returned vesterday in a Loe 
Angeles courtroom in the Rodney King “beating” case 
eant immediate shock waver, not only throughout the 
city of LA, but also acroes the entire nation. Shock and 
disbehef would aptly dewembe the reactions of most 
citizens upon hearing the news 

While we support the general philosophies behind 
the American system of justice, we also believe that 
this vindication of the law enforcement officere 
involved in this cage 13, in our opinion, more than just 
& gross error on the part of the jury; it 1s a travesty of 
juatice 

To find the officers not guilty of assault with a 
deadly weapon could conceivably be justified since they 
are supplied with deadly weapons and occasionally 
must use them to enforce the law. But to find these 
men not guilty of use of excessive force ia entirely 
beyond our comprehension 

It's true that there were several minutes of the 
video of that beating that were not seen by the general 
public, scenes that apparently demonstrated that Mr 
King was more of a threat to the officers than is 
evidenced in the lengthy beating scene. However, we 
will never belhheve that the continued assault on King 
was warranted or necessary Yea, he was a big man, 
but there were four trained officers on the scene. 
Surely King could have been handcuffed without being 
pounded so mercilessly. 

The jury also seemed to forget the crude, racist 
comments and joking that were recorded during and 
after the assault, which so obviously proved the officers 
are bigots 

Not only 1s this decision unjust and outrageous, but 
it’s downnght frightening. It telle police officers that it 
is all mght to treat people this way, that they are 
somehow above the law It sends a message to the 
general public that, even with hard evidence, there is 
no guarantce that justice will he done in cases euch as 
theae. This decision by a nearly all-white jury at least 
implies that raciem ie not only alive and well in our 
society, but may even be gaining atrength. 

The violence that has occurred in los Angeles since 
the verdict 18 as deplorable as the conduct of the 
officers on trial, particularly the beatings of apparently 
innocent people by the angry mobs. However, the 
emotional reaction 1s at least understandable, given the 
circumstances 

Our society is in desperate need of some new ideas, 
new energy, and a new approach on how we should get 
along with each other az fellow, equal human beings. 
We seem to be moving backward in this area. 
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electorate put up with this 
kind of morality in the 
education of our most 
precious element in our 
society -- “our children, our 
future, USA!” 

It 1s somber reproof that 
some people could be on the 
Board of Education payroll 
one day longer, while 
Bosley, the superior one 
goes! Where and what isthe 
“rationale?” Think about it.

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CHARTER HOME RULE FOR GARRETT COUNTY 


Article V 
Budget and Finance 

Considered by many as one of the most important 
features ofthecharteristherequirement for preparation of 
a proper county budget, which will reflect the financial 
situation ofthe county, past and present, and for planning 
into the future 

The budget requirements in Article V of the charter were 
prepared following an in-depth study of budget preparation 
by other Maryland counties In comparison with other 
counties, the study revealed Garrett County hax been 
groasly deficient in its financial planning and budget prepa 
ration 

With the increase in revenue income over the past 
several years from $7 to over $20 million, county adminis 
tration has become a multi-million dollar business For a 
financially sound government, this requires the use of 
university accepted principles for business management 
and budget preparation Also, budget preparation should 
include multi-year planning, whereby future operations 
snd capital improvementa may be address-dand available 
for public review 

The county budget shall represent acomplet« financial 
plan forthe county, reflecting receipts and disbursements 
fromall sources, including all revenues, all expenditures, 
and the surplus or deficit in the general fund and in all 
special fundaof the county government 

The county budget shal] be comprmsedof_ an operating or 
expense budge t; acapital projecta/capital program budget, 
sndabudget statement 


EXTENDED ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 
(This article was written in conjunction with Dr. 
Brenda McCartney, Director of Elementary FEduca- 
tion with the Garrett County Board of Education.) 

The Extended Elementary Education Program, or EEEP, 
isa prekindergarten program sponsored by the Maryland 
State Department of Education and the Garrett County 
Board of Education. The program 1s currently offered at 
Frendsville. Loch Lynn, and Red House. Initially the 

program was also offered at the Kitzmiller School, but due 
to lack of enrollment that program was relocated to Loch 
Lynn 
Registration in the prekindergarten program is volun- 
tary and is offered on a first-come, first-served basis to 
students who will be four years of age on or before December 
31st of the school year, who live within the school atten- 
dance area, and who have completed registration proce- 
dures, :ncluding proof of immunization. Students who live 
outside the school’s attendance area are accepted into the 
program after September 15th of each school year, if the 
maximum enrollment of 20 students has not been met. Daily 
attendance, which coincides with the county's calendar of 
days for elementary students, is expected. A full day's 
program isprovided geared tothe needs of a 4-yearold child. 

Each prekindergarten classroom has a certified early 
childhood teacher and an assistant, with class size limited 
to 20 students. The teacher and assistant work together to 
tailor the program to meet the needs of each child and to 
provide a pmnt-nch environment. The students learn 
through activities such as dramatic play, housekeeping, 
games, and puzzles. Positive social skills are developed as 
children play together and are encouraged tomake choices 
with a minimal amount of adult interaction. Learning 
centers, or activity areas, are set up in the classroom and 
children are given the opportunity to choose activities they 
enjoy while the teacher and assistant guide the studentsin 
selecting activitiesto meet their individual needs 

Atypical morning for a prekindergarten student might 
include having breakfast after arriving at the school; 
meeting as a group to begin the day by talking about the 
calendar, weather, and any special activities; working at 
different activity or learning centers for an hour, andthen 
working in small groups with activities to meet special 
needs or toexplore areasof interest. After outdoor play and 
lunch the students might have music, art, or physical 
education with one of the teaching specialists who travel 
throughout the county followed by a rest period and nutri- 
tional snack. The day generally closes with the class 
gathering together to “celebrate” the day's learning 

The Extended Elementary Education Program really 
gives the school an opportunity to assist children at an early 
age Students identified as needing speech, language, or 
other special learning serviccs are provided those services 
In addition, the Garrett County Board of Education and 
Garrett County Head Start have begun a Wrap Around 
Program Families whohavechildrenenrolledinone of the 
EEEP classrooms and who qualify through Heat Start 
guidelines are invited to participate in this program which 
attempts to address the needsof the family. A Head Start 
Family Service Provider ensures that the parents are 
provided family counseling in areas such as housing, job 
training. health, nutrition, and financial planning. Direc- 
tor servicescan be provided in the areas of child medical and 
dental care, parenting meetings, and home visits from the 
Family Service Provider The Family Service Provider and 
the EEEP Teacher meet on aregular basis tocoordinate the 
child’s program 

The Garrett County Board of Education will be able to 
enroll sixty children in its prekindergarten program forthe 
1992-1993 school year It 1s hoped that parents will take 
advantage of this opportunity and enroll their child. Any 
parent wanting further information maycontact Dr. Brenda 
McCartney, Director of Elementary Education at 334-8418 
What's happening in our achoola this week?

Elder Abuse; A Local Tragedy 


The Maryland State Office on Aging, 1n conjnnetion with 
the Departinent of Human Resources’ Adult Protective 
Services Unit, has designated May 3-9, 1992, as “Adult Elder 
Abuse Week” 

The first elder abuse studies began in 1979, which was 
the first year federal money was allocated for abuse services 
That samme year, a National Committee on Elder Abuse was 
formed. Current statistics on the problem are alarming 

The incidence of elder abuse and exploitation in domestic 
settings are estimated at over 1.5 million per year 
nationwide, yet only 1 in 8 abused, neglected of exploited 
older individuals actually receives service from community 
systems. The vast majority of cases never come to the 
public's atiention. Some experts believe that only 1 out of 14 
cases of abuse is actually reported to authorities. 
Approximately 2 million older Americans reside in long term 
cate facililies, but 86% of the reported cases of abuse of the 
aged are inistreated by their own families. 

Over the past 25 years, the traditional American iinage of 
domestic tranquillity has been shattered by the nonignorable 
realities of steadily increasing child abuse, spouse abuse and 
now elder abuse and mistreatment. Ours is a strange culture 
with regard to human rights and the inherent value and 
basic priority of human life. In 1874, the American Society 
for the prevention of Cruelty to Animals argued before the 
Supreme Court that a child is a member of the animal 
kingdom and is therefore entitled to at least the same rights 
and protection as other animals. In 1974, one-hundred years 
later, Congress agreed and passed a national law on child 
abuse. Elder abuse is now, finally, also a legal crime as well 
as 4 moral shame. 

Abuse of the elderly is not necessarily a new problem, but 
it is one of the most recent of several forms of intrapersonal 
violence to be thrust upon the American consciousness. 
Elder abuse is now firmly in place alongside other forms of 
social evil to be reckoned with 

In the year 1900, only 1 in 16 Americans was over 60 
years of age. By the year 2000. | of every 4 Americans will 
be By the year 2000, 13% of the American population will 
be 65 or older. 

Clearly our society, nationally state by state, county by 
county, and in every community, simply must address the 
tragedy of elder abuse. 

It is morally and ethically wrong for an elderly person to 
spend the last years of their lives trapped in a virtual 
nightinare of abuse, neglect and exploitation - cheated of 
money, property, rights and life itself But it is happening 
And it happens now, right here, in Garrett County. 

The Garrett County Area on Aging is working to reduce 
or if possible eliminate this problem through a program of 
direct services, information and referral to other appropriate 
agencies. If you are aware of instances of elder abuse or of 
elder folk in need of help, call 334-5856, Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 4.30 p.m. If the victim of abuse is 
residential in the community, you may report it directly to 
the Adult Protective Services Unit of the local Department 
of Social Services at 334-5401.

As the clock is counting 
down to May 1, whenmany of 
the changes in Maryland's 
salee and uee tax law take 
effect, telephones in the state 
Comptroller's Office are nng- 
ing off the hooka The office ia 
handling about 1,100 callea 
day from buaineeees affected 
by the changes. 

Some of the buaineasea 
are calling to register tocol- 
lect the tax for the first time, 
including veterinarianaand 
buainesses providing build- 
ing cleaning, security and 
credit reporting services. 
Other businesees are calling 
tofind out ifthe services they 
provide are now taxable. Ser- 
vicea by dry cleaners, bar- 
bers and beauticianaare not 
affected by the tax law 
changes. 

While it keeps the sales 
and use tax rate at 5%, the 
new legislation subjects an 
array of itemsand services to 
the tax. Beginning May 1, 
consumers will pay salesand 
use tax on over-the-counter, 
subacription and home deliv- 
ery sales of newspapers; 
preacription dietary dog and 
cat food; a variety of tele- 
phone services; pay-per- 
view television; and cash 


sales of food at college and 
hospital snack bars, cafete- 
Masand vending machines. 


The Comptroller's Office 
has already mailed informa 
tional materialson sales and 
uae tax law changes as well 
aslicensing requirements to 
more than 120,000 buai- 
neaeses and trade anevciations 
in Maryland 

However, the Salea and 
Use Tax Division of the 
Comptroller's Office is still 
waiting to hear from thou- 

sandsof buaineases whohave 

requested information about 
registering for sales and use 
tax licenses, but have not yet 
done so. 

Most existing businesses 
can set up sales and use tax 
accounts over the phone by 
contacting the Taxpayer Ser- 
vice Section at 225-1300 in 
the Baltimore metro area, or 
toll-free 1-800-492-1751 from 
other areas of Maryland.
